Hanged for M urder- I \ecn fIo n of Jo h n 
Mngnlro a t S a n R a f a e l, 
San R afael, August 6th.—One year ago 
to day, a man named John Maguire, a San 
Quentin convict, committed an atrocious and 
cold-blooded murder. 
His presence in the 
State Prison at the time was due to a murder 
of which he had been convicted. 
Maguire, 
known also by the alias of Tim Murphy, was 
charged with the murder of Tom Williams 
on the Barbary Coast of San Francisco, m 
1877. 
He was convicted principally by evi­ 
dence that showed that the poiut of a knife- 
blade found sticking iu Williams’ throat fitted 
a knife which was f mnd in his (MaguireV) 
possession. 
For this he was sentenced to 
seven years in the State Pri-on at San Quen­ 
tin. 
Under the Goodwin system of credits 
hie form would have expired in 1S82. 
llis victim a year ago was a fellow-convict 
named William E. Andrews. 
Andrew s was 
serving a thirty-years’ term for stage robbery, 
seven years of which had elap-ed when he 
was killed, but he expected to be pardoned 
before Governor Irwin retired fr.on office. It 
appears that Andrews excited the enmity of 
McGuire by reporting two of his friends to 
the prison authorities for breaking lamp 
chimneys or something of that kind. 
It was 
said that these men were very- bitter in their 
language toward Andrews, and even assuulted 
him, for which they were removed to another 
cell. This proceeding ouly added fuel to 
McGuire’s burning anger. 
McGuire after­ 
ward said that Andrews first excited his 
wrath by speaking favorably of a former con­ 
vict, Charlie King, who had used harsh 
language in talking of Irish Roman Catholic». 
On the evening of August 6, 1879, Andrews 
was seated on a low bureau at one end of the 
cell, in which thirty-six convicts were im­ 
prisoned, talking to a companion. 
McGuire 
was walking up and down the cell, sometimes 
approaching near to Andrews and then walk­ 
ing away again. 
A t length McGuire rushed 
up to him, and like a flash drew-a large knife, 
ami with a savage thru»t cut the throat of bis 
victim from ear to ear. The jugular vein 
was severed, the windpipe cut through, and 
the head was half separated from the body. 
The alarm was given by the prisoners in the 
ceil immediately, and 
a physician came 
promptly to his relief, but Andrews bled to 
death in about two minutes. 
McGuire was 
then taken and placed in solitary confine­ 
ment. 
He was asked the next (lay if he 
supposed he would be hanged for bis crime. 
He replied: “ I don’t know, and what is 
more, I don’t care.” He was subsequently 
removed from the State Prison to the Marin 
County .Tail, was afterwards indicted by the 
Grand Jury of Marin county, convicted of 
murder in the first degree, and sentenced to 
be hanged on the first anniversary of the day 
of his crime. 
McGuire has two sisters and two brothers 
living in London. 
He left Liverpool in 1867 
and went on aUnited States man-of-war. He 
afterward deserted, but was arrested and im­ 
prisoned for some months on one of the 
islands in San Francisco bay. The murder of 
Williams is the next prominent point in his 
biography after he served.out his sentence for 
desertion. 
This morning McGuire was quiet an' 
posed in his cell.

FOKBSSrOWN ITEMS. 
A correspondent of the R ecord U n io n, 
writing from Forbestown, Butte county, 
under date of July 31st, says : 
We have two stores, one hotel, a saloon, 
blacksmith, tinsmith, shoemaker, a market, 
a good school, and a new church, which is 
to be dedicated one week from to-morrow. 
The ten-stamp quartz mill has not been 
running for some time, but a compauy 
have hoisting-works on one of the many 
quartz veins which our hills contain, and 
they have a good supply of rock in readi­ 
ness for crushiug. 
We have mu­ 
sical associations 
and 
a 
dramatic 
club, which treat the public occa­ 
sionally to excellent entertainments. 
Like many, and one may say all mining 
towns throughout the coast, it is a reading 
community. County, State and Eastern 
newspapers, and some from across the 
Atlantic, may be found here, together 
with standard literary works, magazines, 
etc., and it is not claiming too much to 
place ourselves up with the tunes. At the 
Odd Fellows’ school, near Forbestown, 
their library contains the American En­ 
cyclopedia, complete, which is a great con­ 
venience to the teachers and scholars, and 
ahoto the whole community. 
Having recently received from a large 
business house in Sacramento a communi­ 
cation desiring to learn what newspaper 
has the largest circulation in Forbestown, 
our Postmaster, N. D. Plum, informed me 
that the E kco kd-U n io b hia the largest 
circulation of any newspaper that comes to 
his office. 
In the early and palmy days of placer 
mining this was a very lively place, for the 
ravines, flats, etc., were very rich and 
easily worked, as was also the south bend 
of Feather river, the trade of which sec­ 
tion came here. At present the hoariest 
mining operations are on New \ ork Flat, 
by such as the Nevada Company, MeChes- 
ney Company and Messrs. Roberts & 
Kendall. The latter are not running their 
mine thiR season. Mr. Conover has also a 
good mine fan Garden Ranch, a continua­ 
tion of New York Flat. To give you an 
idea of th e rich n ess of ground here, it 
may be stated that the Nevada Company 
pays the Forbestown Water Ditch Com­ 
pany $1,000 a month for SOO inches of 
water. Their diggings are not more than 
20 feet deep, about 18 ffeet of 'which is al­ 
luvial soil, and readily washed away under 
hydraulic pressure. 
The uncrystallized 
granite 44 bed-rock ” yielding freely to the 
shovel for cleaning, enables the miners to 
work their ground fast at a cost of less 
than 50 percent, of the yield, which approxi­ 
mates $10,000 an acre in the company 
taken as an example. That combination 
has a flume four feet wide, with a grade of 
only one inch to the rod ; therefore they 
have to 44 fork out” their coarse gravel 
and wash away only the loam and sand. 
They employ quite a large force of men in 
44 cleaning up,” and are all workers them­ 
selves. 
Between two and three thousand feet 
higher up the flat—where it takes the 
name of the Ohio Flat—McChesney & Co. 
are working their mine with a Cranston 
elevator, using about 600 inches of water 
for the monitor and for raising the dirt, 
under a pressure of 365 feet, 60 per ceut. 
of which (the water) it requires to run the 
elevator. The elevated trunk or box is set 
at an angle of 45 degrees, and the debris is 
raised more than 31 feet vertically. The 
machine is a complete success, but Mr. 
McChesney says that it is really necessary, 
to have two for working the same ground, 
for there is a good deal of trouble by 
reason of frequent stoppage for repairs, 
when the pump, which is worked 
by the same power, has to he started to 
keep the sipage water raised and the mine 
stops, whereas if two elevators were em­ 
ployed this interruption would be obviated 
when repairs were being made. The five 
sections of castings composing the elevator 
are clamped securely together with bolts 
and burrs, and then wooden wedges have 
to be driven into the joints, and in the 
constant strain and jar of the machine, 
especially when heavy feed is on and de­ 
bris coming in fast, these are apt to work 
loose and 44 blow out.” When the castings 
wear out, or when the accumulated sedi­ 
ment about the machine has to be removed, 
and new castings put in, etc., this 
company, like the Nevada company, 
has to pay the same high rate for 
water, but they are also enabled to work 
ther ground very fast. Their mine is very 
promising. All concerned in the mines 
here are thorough miners and hard working 
men.* 
The Odd Fellows’ celebration at Browns­ 
ville last Monday, the 26th, was a great 
success. 
In fact, it was the grandest 
affair that has taken place north of Marys­ 
ville for many years, and. it is presumed 
that the like has never been equaled be­ 
fore.

Increase in Population.—That the 
population of the United States may mul­ 
tiply at a higher percentage than the 
English is frankly conceded by the leading 
London journal.

redounded to the advantage of Great 
Britain. The American population may 
multiply in the future as in the past by the 
transfer of Englishmen and Irishmen from 
Surrey and Galway, where they produce 
little, to Minnesota and Colorado, where 
they produce much. In the future, as in 
the past, the fertility their labor exposes 
cannot but help to maintain English and 
Irish labor at home as well as abroad. To 
suppose that the United Kingdom will 
have fallen behindhand because some few 
years onward it may have but its forty 
millions against fifty in the United States 
is, in the judgment of the London Times, 
about as reasonable as it would be to sup­ 
pose, conversely, that a solvent merchant 
benefits by the bankruptcy of half his corre­ 
spondents.

P aris, July 12, 1SS0. 
Notwithstanding the mauy predictions 
of a very hot summer to come after the 
extremely cold winter, aside from some 
warm, pleasant days in March and three 
hot days in each of the months that have 
followed, Paris has been almost constantly 
canopied with dark threatening clouds. 
These clouds seemed for a long time to be 
at war with each other since they refused 
to embrace and melt to tears—the proper 
destiny of clouds—and then arrived echoes 
of discontent from all parts of the country, 
bewailing the scarcity of rain and the 
loss of the crops. The reconciliation of the 
clouds was at last effected and iu propor­ 
tion to the obstinacy of their estrangement 
has their meeting become tender and fruit­ 
ful. 
It rains, not at day nor contin­ 
ually, yet the clouds are there to constantly 
threaten another effusion. 
Therefore, no 
hot days, no summer bonnets, and few 
summer dresses. After all 
fashion 
Is Í sort of witch and prophet, for when 
she ordered that black hats and dark 
feathers should be worn, instead of white 
hatB and white feathers, as had been the 
custom these past years, she certainly had 
a presentiment of the cloud difficulty. The 
dresses to be seen worn by the numerous 
agents of Lady Fashion are of very thin 
wooleu material, but dark iu color ; the gen­ 
darmes blue is, perhaps, the most popular, a 
blue which comes very near being a green 
and which is cold iu tone. The gay foulards 
which came so suddenly upon the scenes 
are reserved for house wear and evening 
toilets, with the exception of those of a 
black and dark ground. The styles are, 
to say the least, of great economy to those 
where economy is an object: for, as in 
California, the spring suits, the summer 
suits and autumn suits become as one. The 
cool summer is a subject of rejoicing to the 
fasliionable Parisians, not on account of 
the toilet, but for the reason that they ttre 
not in consequence compelled to go to the 
country. 
Immediately after the Grand 
Prix all fashionable Paris depart for their 
country seats to remain until the month of 
August, which they spend at the sea side, 
at the end of which time they again return 
to the country until the end of the hunting 
season in November. There is some thing 
pec u lia rly attra ctiv e 
About Paris to even foreigners, and when 
the French are known to be homesick far 
from their native country it is more for 
Paris than France. A Parisian can not 
live away from Paris; how many after 
making little fortunes have returned to the 
village of their fathers, where they were 
rich but were uncapable of remaining 1 
They all prefer to be poor and live in Paris 
thau be rich and live in the provinces ; yes, 
poor; so poor that they do nothing bnt 
work, work, without being able to taste 
of those pleasures which both life and city 
afford. In so much greater proportion, 
then, dou» the gay capital offer attractions 
to the rich, and when they must, leave 
their theaters, operas and baile tu toko the 
rest required, they do so with a poor 
grace. 
Were it not the fashion to 
go to the couutry during the summer 
how few Parisians would ever leave Paris, 
for iu reality it is seldom very warm, and 
although their favorite theaters may be 
closed, there remains the cafes concerts, 
where all that is eminently Parisieune is 
to be seen and heard. By common consent 
this year few persons have left Paris, a 
great many wishing to remain over for the 
tete of the 14th of July, and the majority 
giving as excuse the rain and coolness of 
the weather. Everybody is therefore in a 
good humor, and Paris is still gay Paris at 
this moment of the year. Those who par­ 
ticularly rejoice at this state of things are 
the young authors, whose theatrical pieces 
when once accepted are generally repre­ 
sented during the warm months when 
Paris is deserted and little interest is taken 
in literature. The same as with a debut 
of an actor, actress or singer ; when Rachel 
was first permitted to appear at the 
Theatre Francais it was during the month 
of July, when Paris was deserted and the 
benches of the theater almost empty, and 
had it not been for the presence of a dis­ 
tinguished literary gentleman, who imme­ 
diately recognized in her that great power 
which many felt later, she would have re­ 
quired a much longer time to become 
known to the public. 
MR. m aurf.i. 
For some time past has been anxious to 
perform the role of Mepliistopheles in 
41 Faust,” believing he could give to the 
character a new and original interpreta­ 
tion. Mr. Maurel is known for a peculiar­ 
ity of which no precedent exists in the 
world. He started with a bass voice 
which mounted into a barítono and after­ 
ward became a tenor voice, just the con­ 
trary of that which usually takes place. 
HÍ3 voice has s.inca become baritone, and 
although he at present needs the grave 
notes for the role of Mophistopheles, Mr. 
Gounod graciously changed them for him, 
but the effect is in some places lamentable, 
as the original idea of the author is lost. 
For instance, in the church scene, where 
he speaks of 44 eternal agony in aa eternal 
night,” and the orchestra becomes sinis­ 
terly sombre, he starts up with a brilliant 
note which illuminates the night and is in 
contradiction with the verse?. The inter­ 
pretation of this role differs in the 
manner of Faure—who perhaps has never 
had an equal—in that he was more elegant, 
more bon diable, whereas Faure was more 
jeering and vigorous. Perhaps Maurel’s 
interpretation better suits Goethe’s idea, 
whose creation of Satan is modern in color­ 
ing and differs from that of either Milton 
or Luther—a wolf in lamb’s clothing, a vil­ 
lain in a gentleman’s dress. The costume 
worn by 
Mr. Maurel differs from 
the conventional one of 
Mephisto- 
pheles, and instead of red his dress 
was 
black, 
with a 
red 
interior, 
and at the last scene of the last act he un­ 
folded his mantle, when the whole inter- 
rior, covered with a sort of phosphorus, 
gave him the appearance of being envel­ 
oped in flames. Tbis effeot was very fine 
and much applauded as an original idea of 
the artist. Mr. Maurel is one of the finest 
actors ever seen upon the stage of an 
opera, and he spares no pains in thoroughly 
studying his characters. It is said that he 
went all the way to America and followed 
Edwin Booth around for one year so as to 
learn how to play 44 Hamlet.” The fact is 
that he interprets this role in a remarkable 
manner. 
Another important personage 
who has profited by the cold and the rain 
and received the applause of the elegant 
and the learned, is 
PAUL d e l a ir, 
Whose tragedy 44Garin” has just been 
performed for the first time at the Theatre 
Francais. It is to the credit of this the­ 
ater to have played the first piece of a 
yonngartistand lavished on it therichness of 
decorations and costumes which the drama 
required ; to have done for him what they 
would have done for the most glorious of 
poets. The author has drawn his inspira­ 
tion from Shakespeare, and one of the 
characters is almost an imitation of Lady 
Macbeth. * The plot is historical and the 
verses are full of patriotism, and although 
the drama is not solidly constructed the 
pieces are excellent. The best actors and 
actresses of the company played the prin­ 
cipal roles, and were, warmly applauded 
for their excellent acting. 
Mr. Perrin, 
the director of the Theatre Francais, has 
received the congratulations of all the 


principal literati of Paris—all lovers of 
high art—for his courage in mounting the 
first piece of a young poet. It is a proof 
of how much art is appreciated and en­ 
couraged throughout France. How much 
progress shall we have to make before 
reaching the same development, and when 
shall we clear ourselves of the reputation 
we have earned of literary thieves, so 
much so that French dramatic writers 
refuse to have their plays published, but 
which has not, however, prevented their 
being stolen all the same. When shall 
our theatrical managers cease to be sur­ 
rounded by inferior writers, plagiarists and 
play thiefs, who prevent the approach of 
all young and sincere authors? Not until 
then can America have pretensions iu that 
direction, but it seems to me our country 
is intelligent enough and courageous 
enough to have such abuses cease at once 
and to earn if not a reputation great for 
dramatic literature, at least that for 
honesty. 
EDMOND ABOUt 's NEW BOOK 
Has just come out, and is exciting all the 
interest and curiosity that About's name 
easily calls forth. I remember when, last 
winter, during the very cold weather, he 
went to his little country seat iu the envi­ 
rons of Paris to begin his novel. It was 
at the moment when 44 Nana,” by Emil 
Zola, was creating such a great sensation 
and disgusting all lovers of morality and 
noble sentiment. By the way, all English 
publishers refused to receive a translation 
of the work, whereas orders came for it 
from New York. Emile Do Girardin con­ 
fessed that he began reading it, but became 
so disgusted that he was not able to finish 
the half of it, and he added that no woman, 
however depraved, could read it without 
becoming supremely disgusted with herself 
and all mankind. It was then that Mr. 
About said he would write a novel to see if 
the public had become altogether indifferent 
to real art and elegantliteraturc. Thesubject 
of his romance is 4’Roman d’un brave 
homtne.” The work is exceedingly simple 
and touching, not in the word, but iu 
the thing or rather the idea which pro­ 
duces the effect. 
The style has no 
pretention of itself; it is contented with 
being clear, precise, limpid and transparent 
as a cloth of light. It resembles the style 
of the eighteenth century, which certainly 
does not exclude picturesqueness, color, 
passion and originality. Dryness is the 
only danger to be apprehended, but Mr. 
About knows so well how to miugle with 
it a freshness which blooms into modern 
tenderness. The sentences had oftentimes 
an accent dipped in tears, which are not 
false, but llow as water from a spring. In 
reading the book, one is not astonished, 
nor does he think of admiring :hc is pleased 
in the company in which he finds himself, 
is charmed, and learns to have a friend­ 
ship for the book. In the violent lucubra­ 
tions of loud realism there are so mauy 
rascals, and so few honest men, that one is 
at first surprised to find so mauy honest 
persons and so few rascals in Mr. About’s 
novel.

The children are not forgotten, 
and tiny flags for almost nothing are 
to be bad, as well as rosettes and dif­ 
ferent toys, all having connection with 
the tearing down of 
the 
Bastile 
and the great rejoicing to take place ou 
Wednesday next. In fact the number of 
objects of the national colors fabricated for 
the 14th increase every day. Not only 
are there the hats, ladies’ dresses, cravat- 
ties and umbrellas, but here come stock­ 
ings, night-caps, candies, doll-babies, cigar- 
cases, purses, drinking-glasses, shirts and 
so on. Dressed ont in the garments pre­ 
pared for the occasion, one would need 
only to hang himself out of the window to 
present a respectable flag to the breeze.

D eath of an O ld C a l ifo r n ia n.— A 
correspondent of the K euord-U n io n, writ­ 
ing from Pennsylvania, thus speaks of the 
death of an old Californian : 44 Dr. George 
W. Read, for the past eleven years a resi­ 
dent of New Brighton, Pa., but well known 
in California, and who was for many years 
a physician of large practice, and who had 
very many friends in Yolo county, was dis­ 
covered near noon of July 15th, whilst sit­ 
ting in his chair, to be laboring under an 
attack of apoplexy. The untiring efforts 
of rive physicians and a multitude of 
friends were unavailing, and on the I7th he 
expired. The Doctor was a man of more 
than ordinary strength, mentally and phy­ 
sically. 
In the 
great 
exodus 
to 
California he was Captain of one of 
the companies that crossed the plains, 
undergoing many privations and hard­ 
ships incident thereto, and for nineteen 
years found a home there, for a time en­ 
gaged in mining, but soon resumed his 
profession and enjoyed a large practice un­ 
til in 1868, when, meeting with a serious 
accident which nearly terminated his life, 
he gave up business and returned to the 
East. Attaining a position of influence in 
California from his well-known honesty of 
purpose, which was equaled only by his 
daring frankness, he was chosen one of 
the delegates from the Golden State, that 
nominated Fremont in 1856* A man of 
strictest morality and kindness of heart, 
4 the blessing of him that was ready to per­ 
ish came upon him, and he caused the 
widow’s heart to sing for joy.’ In 1870 he 
married a daughter of John Miner, Presi­ 
dent of the National Bank of Beaver 
county, Pa. 
He leaves a wife and four 
children. Many an old Californian will 
remember Dr. Read and sincerely regret 
his death.”

W hatever mistakes, omissions and ignor­ 
ance I may develop in this communication, I 
tru stlsh alln o t commit the dastardly offense 
of willfully and maliciously misrepresenting 
the country, its people or i's material wealth.

ways are identical, and so soon as the men 
of wealth aro obsolutely certain th at the 
mineral deposits here are aB permanent 
and as rich as present developments indi­ 
cate, there will be no lack of funds to 
open every mine, tunnel every mountain 
and construct necessary railroads in every 
direction. 
Arizona has been cursed by 
misrepresentation. 
1 presume that the 
general Californian knows about as little 
of Arizona to-day as people in the East 
know of California after thirty years in­ 
vestigation. 
Casual 
observers, 
disap­ 
pointed prospectors, railroad haters and in­ 
flated speculators have in the past greatly 
underrated or overrated the truth. 
Many 
sensational newspapers teem with lalse 
statem ents concerning this section. 
As 
for instance, some correspondent writing 
for the San Francisco Chronicle of Arizona, 
over a mouth ago, speaking of Fort Yuma, 
describes its inhabitants as being in a 
state 
of “ squalid poverty.” 
Doubtless 
he sat in the cars, with bis white necktie 
properly adjusted, looked out over the 
adobe buildings, saw the gardens fenced 
in with cactus poles, saw a few tumbled- 
down walls, saw the Indians with their 
"re d rags flying in the breeze,” aud at 
once came to the conclusion that the peo­ 
ple were in a state of “ squalid poverty,” 
Had he visited the hotels and business 
houses, and heard the din of silver dollars 
on their counters, he would have 


H IS TON E AT OSCE, 
And thus qualified himself to have tru th ­ 
fully represented the place and people. 
During my short stay of one hour in Yuma 
I found the people smiling, hospitable, 
prosperous in business, and far removed 
from the confines of “ squalid poverty.” 
Another incorrectly' imaginative scribbler 
asserts th at the people of Arizona are 
“ walking batteries,” and that “ innocent 
lives are in jeopardy thereby.” 
Astound­ 
ing misrepresentation ! 
Now as a m atter 
of fact there are no visible weapons of any 
kind seen on the person of any body in the 
streets of Tucson. Tombstone, Uarshaw 
and other places I have visited, except 
when parties come in* from their prospect­ 
ing tours or are about starting out. 
These 
and other statem ents e. .tiw ni-g-enc neat 
and’ scarcity of water—all of which we will 
notice further on—have misled thousands 
in making up 
their estimate of this 
country. 
TUCSON, 
On» of the oldest cities 011 the American 
continent, is situated on a vast plain nearly 
surrounded by mountains from two to ten 
miles away. 
The southern portion of the 
city is washed by the waters of the Santa 
Cruz, a small stream, called here a river ; 
in Missouri it would be a “ run,” in Ohio 
a “ creek,” in Maine a “ branch ”—here it 
is a “ river.” 
But by whatever name it is 
called, it is a benediction to all the thirsty 
land through which its life-giving waters 
meander. 
The banks on either side of the 
river are productive of all kinds of fruits 
and vegetables. 
The w ater is clear, sweet 
and wholesome, aud w hen supplemented 
with ice is delicious. 
Tucson contains a 
population of about six or seven thousand, 
over one-half of whom are Mexicans and 
Indians. 
The town presents to a person 
arriving from San Francisco or the East a 
very flat and squatty appearance. More than 
nine-tenths of the buildings are adolie, one 
story high, the older ones presenting ex­ 
ternally an nnartisticand rough appearance. 
The streets are comfortably wide for a 
Mexican town, aud make some pretense to 
running at right angles, but decidedly miss 
fit in many places. 
There has as yet been 
little done in grading the streets and side­ 
walks, so that belated pedestrians are 
obliged to look sharply and move cau­ 
tiously. 
However, at 
this time con­ 
siderable work is being 
done on the 
sidewalks of the principal street. 
Kestau- 
rauts are quite numerous, many of them 
very plain, a few quite fair, but none of 
them comparing with such institutions in i 
San Francisco. 
Indeed this could hardly [ 
be expected in a country where many 
delicacies are not to be obtained. 
Lodg­ 
ing-houses are quite numerous where for 
50 cents you can obtain a cot in a room 
with several others, anti if snoring and the 
close proximity to a pair of dirty feet do 
not seriously discommode you, you can 
obtain a comfortable night a snooze. Tucson 
is a busy place and has

the busy portion of the city large mercan­ 
tile houses are seen, principal among which ¡ 
are the wholesale houses of Lord Á Will- j 
iams, who send out supplies of all kinds to I 
the remotest parts of the Territory. Tully ¡ 
& Ochoa, contractors with the Govern- j 
ment to furnish supplies to the troops, ¡ 
cany on a very extensive business. 
The 
Pima County Bank is an institution that 1 
is doing a heavy banking business, very 
greatly promoting the material interests of ■ 
the country. 
Large sixteen-mule teams, | 
drawing two immense wagons, are going j 
and coming, furnishing supplies for dig ta r t j 
camps and mining localities. 
Mules and j 
donkeys, loaded with general merchandise, i 
go 
groaning, 
crowding and sweating : 
through the streets, bound for the “ dig- 
g'ngs.” 
In many regards life in Arizona 
is the re-enacted early days of California, 
and old 
Californians 
seem 
to 
enjoy 
it. 
I 
am 
quite 
sure 
that 
I do. 
During 
the 
evening the streets are 
crowded 
with 
a 
truly 
cosmopolitan 
community. 
Men and women of many 
nationalities crowd and jostle each other 
as they press their way. 
All aloDg the 
middle of the street squads of men in ear­ 
nest conversation, gesticulating and em­ 
phasizing, are seen,intent upon the “ deal” 
that interests them. 
Every man I have 
met has from one to forty mines to sell. 
All are sanguine— all are hopeful. 


DOGS AN D C H IL D R E N A B OU N D 
On every side, and seem to be on terms of 
the greatest intimacy. 
If cats exist in 
Tucson I have not seen them. 
Chickens, 
I presume, die a natural death, judging 
from the fact that none ever come upon the 
table—not where I have eaten. 
House­ 
flies are numerous—yea, they swarm innu­ 
merable ; are persistent and im pudent; 


can thrust their toe-nails deeper into a 
man’s nose, and walk heavier 011 hie face, 
than any flies I ever saw ; and whatever 
inaccuracies you find in this communics- 
tion, eharge them to the flies. 
Fleas, mos- 
qnitoes 
and 
bedbugs 
are 
unknown 
in 
this 
locality. 
“ Te 
deum 
lauda 
mus.” 
An 
occasional 
“ grayback” 
may 
be 
found 
on 
intim ate 
terms 
with persons not given to cleanliness. 
Rattlesnakes and tarantulas arc not as 
numerous or as dangerous as has been rep­ 
resented. 
I have seen but few of them 
during my sojourn in the Territory. 
The 
most exaggerated reports have gone to the 
world regarding 
THE HEAT 
Of this locality. 
Now the facts ¡me these: 
The months of June and July are the hot­ 
test months. 
This year the thermometer 
has at no time during these months, or at 
any other time, risen to over 110°, accord­ 
ing to the Signal Station report. 
Ordi­ 
narily the thermometer ranges from 85° to 
100' during the warmest portions of the 
day. 
I have found no neat in the Terri­ 
tory as oppressive as th at of Marysville 
and Oroville, California. 
The nights are 
cool and delicious ; many persons sleep in 
the open air ; whole families occupy the 
sidewalk perfectly secure from all intru­ 
sion. 
Saloons do a thriving business. 
Ice 
is manufactured in town and sold for four 
cents a pound, to th at cooling drinks out­ 
side of the “ ardent ” are in great demand 
at twelve cents per drink. 
W ith all the 
drinking, there is less drunkenness in Tuc­ 
son than any place oí its size I ever knew. 
Three daily papers are published in this 
city, 
having an 
extensive circulation 
throughout the county and Territory. The 
proprietors of each of these dailies are 
nervous, active business men, to whom 
we are iudebted for many courtesies. 
I 
have visited Tombstone, Charleston, Har- 
shaw, Contention Mil! and Benson ; have 
seen the wonderful mineral developments 
in several of these localities, of which I 
will give you a full account in my next. 
Arizona is a wonderful country ; wonderful 
in its wide waste of sandy d esert; won­ 
derful in the immense deposits of precious 
m etal; in its mountains, covered with the 
richest grasses to th tir very summits ; in 
its forests of trees—sycamore, w hite oak, 
black oak, walnut, spruce, pine and other 
useful and well-known varieties. 
Unless 
we are very much mistaken Arizona will 
in a few years become the El Dorado of 
the desert, and all the vast unoccupied 
valleys will sw arm with a teeming popula­ 
tion.

FCNER L AT 
THE 
STATE 
PRISON. 


The following is from the San Franoiseo 
Bulletin of August 2 1 : 
U ntil within a few months it had been 
the almost invariable custom when a con­ 
vict died at the Stato Prison, and his body 
was not claimed by his friends, to put it 
into a rude coffin and bury it without any 
religious exerciees whatever. 
W hen, how­ 
ever, the present Moral Instrnctor, Rev. 
H enry Cummings, was appointed to the 
position which he occupies, he adopted the 
practice of holding a regular burial service 
on the occasion of every death taking place 
among the prisoners. 
The body of the 
deceased is usually brought out into the 
open yard in front of the hospital, and 
thero surrounded by the convicts, in their 
striped clothing, he offers a prayer, and 
makes such remarks as he thinks the cir­ 
cumstances demand. 
But yesterday', for 
the first time in the history of the institu­ 
tion, the funeral exercises were conducted 
in the prison chapel. On Saturday a young 
man named Joseph Richard H olt died of 
consumption in the Hospital, to which he 
had for some time been confined. 
He was 
only 20 years of age, and bad already 
served four years ot a seven years’ sentence 
for robbery committed in Los Angeles 
county, where his mother and other friends 
now reside. 
By the clemency of the Gov­ 
ernor the term of his sentence was so re­ 
duced that he was entitled to his discharge 
on Tuesday of last week, but lie was too 
low to leave the prisou w ithout assistance, 
and his friends, who bad been telegraphed 
t-o, paid no attention to the dispatch, so 
that he w as left to die a prisoner. 
He was 
attended in bis last moments by Mr. Cura- 
minus, who administered to him b u c Ii con­ 
solation as he could, and w'ho thinks that 
he gave full evidence of conversion, and of 
being ready to die. 
Yesterday morning, 
at the usual hour for the Sabbath services, 
his body inclosed in a plain, unvarnished, 
redwood coffin, upon which a bouquet of 
flowers, furnished by the prison gardener, 
had been laid, was taken into the Chapel 
and placed on the table in front of the 
pulpit. 
Soon the prisoners, to the number 
of several huudred, filed in and took their 
seats, when the services began with the 
singing of “ The Gates A jar,” by the 
prison choir, with instrum ental accompani­ 
ment, and then the fourteenth chapter of 
Job was read, after winch Mr. Cummings 
preached an instructive and impressivo 
sermon from the eighth verse of the fourth 
chapter of First Timothy : 
“ Godliness is 
profitable unto all things, having promise 
of the life th at now is, and of that which 
is to come.” A t the closo of the sermon 
which was listened to with close attention 
by the strange audience, the choir sang, 
“ Over There,” and after the benediction 
the prisoners retired to their ceils, when 
the body was borne away to its final rest­ 
ing place. 
To those familiar with the 
former history of th^prison, the scene w as 
a strange one, long to be remembered, and 
it is to be hftped that its lessons will not 
soon lie forgotten by the unfortunate men 
who participated in it.

N ew York, July 29, 1SS0. 
While a stranger may not miss the ab­ 
sentees in the lower part of the city at this 
solstitial season, he can hardly fail to miss 
them when he gets into the region above 
Twenty-third street, between Lexington 
and Sixth avenues. 
There the town seems 
to have been surrendered to solitude and 
servants, who appear at the basement win­ 
dows, and about tiie front steps, as evening 
comes on, and have any amount of curious 
chat concerning their absent masters and 
mistresses.

I suppose that they are alone to 
their conception ; their absorption in oue 
another makes them 3eem isolated from 
the world.

The hotels have

little children, aud have been succeeded by 
the loafers and vagabonds who pervade the 
swell quarters while the swells are taking 
their summer recreation.

Hacknien doze on their boxes, and 
are seldom disturbed by a customer. 
The 
fashionable restaurants like Delmonico’s, 
the Brunswick, Pinard’s show to marked 
disadvantage ; their waiters have not or­ 
ders enough to keep them awake. 
New 
York, if not a city of the dead, is a city 
of the departed. 
There is reason for say­ 
ing th at nobody who is anybody is in 
town. 
1 took a long stroll the other even­ 
ing—the evening happened to be moder­ 
ately comfortable—just to see if I could 
encounter anyone I knew. 
I went into a 
dozen hotels, as many clubs, into several 
summer concert places, through forty or 
fifty fashionable streets, andldid not meet a 
sou! whom, so far as my memory served, 
I had ever seen before. 
I feel a good deal 
as Alexander Selkirk must have felt on 
Juan Fernandez, although I am entirely 
conscious that at this moment there are 
more than eleven hundred thousand peo 
pie on M anhattan Island. 
I reflect thr.t I 
cannot remember when the absentees have 
been so numerous. 
There are, it is esti­ 
mated, at least one hundred thousand citi­ 
zens out of town. 
I t is positively lonely 
here, or would be, if we of the scribbling 
guild were not kept so busy supplying 
copy. 
W e dash off every once in a while, 
ami hasten back to our posts, only to real­ 
ize that we are living iu the midst of a 
Very populous desert. 
Since George Ripley’s death I have 
heard many persons point to him as an 
example of a man who gained 


A P E C U N IA R Y C O M PE T E N C Y B Y H IS P U S , 
By regular journalism mainly. 
Ripley was 
in very comfortable circumstances. 
He 
may have had an income, independent of 
labor, of $10,000 or 812,000, possibly more, 
a year. 
But he was not indebted to 
journalism or literature in ar.y strict sense, 
for that. 
Loug as he had been connected 
■with the Tribune, he never received there 
more- than §25 a week until after the war 
had ended. 
Horace Greeley was opposed 
to large salaries on principle, and as Kipley 
was always writing more or less for book 
publishers, he did not depend at all on bis 
meager salary from the newspaper. 
For 
twelve years before his death he got 875 a 
week as reviewer of the Tribune ; but his 
large earnings were fiom other sources. 
As one of the editors of the American 
Cyclopaedia his royalty amounted, I be­ 
lieve, to some $60,000 or $70,000, which 
sum he judicionsly invested. 
He also sold 
four of his rive Tribune shares a t $10,000 
each, at the time that the late William 
Orten purchased fifty-oue shares of the 
stock, soon after reselling them to White- 
law Reid, and the advance over w hat Rip­ 
ley had originally paid m ust have been 
about $25,000. 
I t is in this way th at he 
got his financial independence, not by cold, 
deliberate, thankless composition.

siderable surplus either by literature or 
journalism, if 
he has confined himself 
strictly thereto. 
There are rich men con­ 
nected with journalism ;

George Jones is in prosperous 
circumstances ; but he is not a writer, nor 
does he pretend to be. 
He owns the 
greater part of the stock of the Times, 
which is, in a money sense, altogether more 
satisfactory. 
Charles A. Dana is hand­ 
somely oft; is a writer, is literary, and the 
practical editor of the S u n ; but he owes 
his easy circumstaucea to his ownership of 


many shares of its stock. 
Hugh J. Hast- i 
ings, of the Commercial Advertiser, has the 
name of being wealthy. 
But lie is not a 
working journalist: lie is not even an edu­ 
cated man. 
His connection w ith the C’o...- 
mercial is proprietary. Wm. Cullen Bryant 
was a poet, and had a snug property, which 
caiue, however, from his partnership iu the 
Evening Poet. 
James Brook?, of the Even- j 
¡n¡/ Express, died, and left a large estate, 
though he got it from his joint owner­ 
ship 
with 
his 
brother 
Erastus, 
also 
a 
man 
of 
means,

George William Curtis is a journalist and 
an author of distinction, but he has little 
beside his salary from the Harpers for his

LATIN 
W ITH REFERENCE 
ETYMOLOGY. 
TC 


There stem s to be a wrong impression or l 
idea among c- rtaia people that the study of 
Latin is most im portant, or even indisptnsa ' 
ble,to a good knowledge of English etymolo­ 
gy. There ean be but one cause for such an 
idea, viz : ignorance of the history and de­ 
velopment of the English language and 
want of knowledge of languages generally. 
T hat the parent of the English language is 
the Anglo Saxon even the illiterate will 
admit. 
The Anglo-Saxon itself is entirely 
German, 
The Jute?, the Saxons and the 
Angels, three German tribeB, invaded Great 
Britain iu the middle of the fifth century, 
subjected or drove out the Cymris, whose 
language disappeared and gave way to the 
language of the former. 
The dialects of 
the three tribes consolidated and the Au- 
glo-Saxon language sprang into life. 
Tbe 
Celts and Roman? ’could not exert a direct 
influence upon it, they having preceded the 
Teutonic race into Great Britain before tile 
language was formed. 
After the conver­ 
sion of the Anglo-Saxons to Christianity 
the Latin was introduced by the clergy and 
a certain class of erudites, but the great 
mass of the people were ignorant of it, and 
its influence upon tho Anglo-Saxon lan­ 
guage was insignificant. 
Tne Anglo-Saxon 
continued to exist almost w ithout altera­ 
tion tip to the time of the Norman con­ 
quest, 1066. 
The invasion of the French 
put it to a severe test. 
I t resisted this 
pres ure, however, as it was tho language 
of the immense majority of (he inhabitants. 
C asing to be on tivated literally, it de­ 
composed gradually, aud it may be said 
th at ¡ess than two centuries later the old 
Euglish began. 
Becoming literary, the 
English drew near to the Romance or Ro­ 
man languages (not Latin, but principally 
derived from it), and a large number of 
French words were introduced. 
The Re­ 
naissance brought its contingent ot classi­ 
cal words, and it was principally during 
the reigns of Elizabeth and Jam es I. that 
theologians aud phili sophers introduced 
Latin in the words and construction ; but 
the effect this Latin introduction had upon 
the English was hardly greater than that 
which it had formerly upon the Auglc- 
Saxon. 
During more than a century after 
the Restoration of 1660 the influence of j 
French literature was considerable,-and | 
had the effect of polishing the English , 
language and giving it more simplicity, 
clearness and eloquence. In the eighteenth | 
century, however, a reaction took place (at j 
least in literature), which brought the lan- ! 
guage back to its Saxon sources. 
This 
much for a brief reference to the origin of - 
the English language. 
As to its etymol- • 
ogy, Vapereau’s “ Universal Dictionary of j 
Languages,” the most complete work of its i 
kind, gives the following figures: 
“ Of 
the 40,000 words composing the Euglish 
language about 55 per cent, are derived \ 
from the Anglo Saxou, and 45 per cent, 
from other languages. 
Among the latter 
the French contributed by far the greater 
portion—perhaps about tw o-thirds.’ 
the question may be asked: 
“ Are the • 
words of French origin not really of Latin 1 
origin ?” 
Why certainly, jnst as much as 
the words in the vocabulary of all Euro- , 
pean 
languages, 
the 
Euglish, 
French, ■ 
Dutch, German, Spanish, Russian, Swe- j 
dish, 
Danish, Pol sh, Italian, Flemish, 1 
Hungarian, as well as of their parents, the j 
Slavonic, Magyar, Scandinavian, Celtic, 
Gothic, Gaelic, Greek and Latin are of 
Indo-European origin ; hence we might as 
well look to Asia for English etymology. 
This reasoning appears to me as rational 
as the constant allusion to one’s ancestors, 
whilst ignoring one’s parents. 
The French 
itself did not proceed directly from the 
Latin any more than other Neo-Latin lan­ 
guages, but from the Romance, which w-as 
composed of corrupted Latin and a mix­ 
ture of Celtic, Germanic, Greek and other 
languages. 
Therefore, if a considerable 
number of English words are traceable to 
the Latin, they have come to us by means 
of the French and before it, the Romance. 
W ebster, speaking of the English language, 
says : “ W ith all its mixture of foreign 
elements, it is still a Teutonic language.” 
Vapereau, the celebrated French linguist, 
says : “ The Anglo-Saxon (itself entirely 
Germanic) grammatically considered, sfands 
in relation to the modern English like the 
Latin to the Italian.” 
A knowledge of 
German and French will give tho student 
a more correct and a far greater insight 
into English etymology than that which 
he might gain from the L atin,—[Eu’.en- 
spiegel,

BEGINNING EARLY. 
A Kentucky dispatch says that “ an or- 
*‘ganized band of Regulators (new name 
“ for Kuklnx) in the northern part of

It is a slight relief to know that this kind 
of thing is not even yet regarded as a mat­ 
ter of course in the South, but that when 
political bullies undertake to drive their 
fellow-citizens out of a State because of 
their politics, the incident is sufficient to 
cause some excitement. But if the bull­ 
dozers begin their work so strenuously 
thus early in the campaign, what will they 
do before they reach the end of it ? They 
have commenced by ordering white men to 
leave the State. Will they permit colored 
voters the same amount of liberty, or will 
they simply murder them ? Such are among 
the interesting questions inevitably sug­ 
gested by the Southern 'methods of con­ 
ducting political campaigns. We wonder 
how long the Northern people will amuse 
themselves with guessing at these prob­ 
lems. 
BETTER WAIT A LITTLE. 
AN c see that another lunatic has an­ 
nounced his intention of attempting a 
thirty days’ fast. Perhaps he had better 
wait and see how Dr. Tanner comes out 
from his experiment first. At present the 
indications are that the doctor may accom­ 
plish his undertaking only at the expense 
of his life. It is clear that his stomach 
has become so irritated that it must be ex­ 
tremely difficult to administer any nutri­ 
ment to him when his fast is over, and it 
would not be at all surprising if the rebell­ 
ious organ refused to resume duty, and he 
consequently died of collapse. If he re­ 
covers it will be time enough for those who 
»re emulous of martyrdom to follow hi* 
example. 


Whenever, as not infrequently happens, 
the faithlessness of a married woman re­ 
sults in the slaying of her paramour by the 
husband, a disposition manifests itself to 
treat such a catastrophe as in a special 
sense a legitimate retribution, and many 
people begin to refer to what they call the 
“ higher law,” according to which, it 
seems, murder is not murder when the vic­ 
tim is a seducer. Now, it eught to be 
evident that so long as there is any con­ 
fusion in the ijublic mind as to what the 
law actually is in regard to matters of this 
kiud, there will be embarrassment, inse­ 
curity, and unintentional wrong-doing. 
There cannot conveniently be two kinds of 
law ; one represented in black and white 
on the statute book, and the other unwrit­ 
ten, and loose enough to lit almost any 
emergency. We must sooner or later in­ 
sist upon a clearer understanding as to 
what constitutes the crime of murder, and 
as to the nature of the conditions under 
which homicide may be justified. It is 
true that the statutes already define these 
thing3 with all necessary precision, but 
when murders are committed it is not by 
the statute that the penalty is as­ 
certained. Twelve men are then called 
to adjudicate 
upon 
the case, and 
to them lawyers address all man­ 
ner of- sentimental appeals, based upon 
the imaginary “ higher law" above 
spoken of, aud assuming the validity of 
this intangible ordinance to be as great as 
that of the written law. It is therefore 
very necessary that some effort should be 
made to clear away the fog from this sub­ 
ject, and to arrive at some means of iixiog 
a standard of action which will not run 
counter to progress and civilization. At 
preseut it seems to be quite generally held 
as an article of faith that if a man seduces 
a married woman the husband is justified 
in killing him. It is necessary to analyze 
this theory in order to ascertain its genesis. 
NVe shall then perceive that it has in truth 
nothing in common with civilization, but 
that it originated in a theory of woman’s 
position in society which has been long 
since abandoned by intelligent communi­ 
ties. Tiie idea that the “ honor of the 
husband is violated and outraged by the 
seduction of his wife may be traced to the 
period when the woman was regarded as a 
chattel, and when the husband resented 
any ill done to her as he would have re­ 
sented an affront put upon his dog. The 
idea further comprehends the seuse of mo­ 
nopoly which 
specially appertains to 
ownership. 
The seduction is resented 
as an invasion of 
property rights. 
There is no intellectual notion con­ 
nected with 
the 
angry sentiment. 
It must further be observed that 
the barbarous way of regarding the 
marriage relation is borne out by the ex­ 
clusion of the woman’s share in the trans­ 
action altogether. She is not taken into 
account as the equal of man in mental 
power and capacity for choice. She is 
completely ignored as one who has no part 
in the controversy, or as ori& who belongs 
so utterly to another as to have no right of 
judgment whatever. 
There is nothing 
civilized in this attitude. It is alike bar- 
baruus aud unphilosopbical. Indeed, the 
theory of seduction which postulates the 
man as an aggressive, persistent, overbear­ 
ing agent, and the woman as a weak, help­ 
less, yielding agent, is drawn altogether 
from an uncivilized condition of society, 
and finds no warrant in the theories of the 
relations of the sexes which obtain now. 
The whole homicidal higher law hypothe­ 
sis, in fact, may be shown to rest upon 
medieval notions of woman’s position. It 
is as a chattel and a dependent that she is 
here regarded. She is not allowed to 
think or act for herself. She cannot even 
be held responsible, and that condition of 
irresponsibility is one of the surest marks 
of servitude to be found. 
It cannot be said that the so-called 
“ higher law ” has anything in common 
with Christianity. That religion, indeed, 
from its foundation taught the equality of 
responsibility resting upon man and wife. 
It is true that during certain periods in 
Christian countries the Bcducer has been 
held up to admiration in a very extraor­ 
dinary manner, and that marital continence 
has been ridiculed. As Lccky observes: 
“ The character of the seducer, and 
“ especially of the passionless seducer, who 
“ follows his career simply as a kind of 
“ sport, and under the influence of no 
“ stronger motive than vanity or a spirit of 
“ adventure, and who designates his buc- 
“ cesses in destroying the honor of women 
“ his conquests, has been glorified and 
“ idealized in the popular literature of 
“ Christendom in a manner to which we 
“ can find no parallel in antiquity.” He 
adds : “ The fundamental truth, that the 
“ same act can never be at once venial for 
“ a man to demand, and infamous for a 
“ woman to accord, though nobly enforced 
“ by the early Christians, has not passed 
“ into the popular sentiment of Christen- 
“ dom.” It has indeed suffered a curious 
introversion of late years in some places, 
the weight of the crime and punishment 
being thrown upon the man instead of upon 
the woman. The most curious fact, how­ 
ever, is that at present, while the eeducer 
does not forfeit any social privileges, 
while he is not rebuked by virtuous 
women or shunned by pure men, while, in 
fact, the old loose way of regarding all 
sexual escapades still obtains, it is at the 
same time held that somehow the seducer 
has no right to complain if he is killed by 
the husband. It is very difficult to trace 
out and to disentangle popular sentiments 
so confused and discordant, aud having so 
little basis in reason, but it is not impos­ 
sible to make it clear that the homicidal 
disposition is opposed to civilization, and 
that it does not really denote a high sense 
of honor or a keen sensibility. As com­ 
pared with the best developments of in­ 
tellectual culture, in fact, this remedy for 
seduction stands on a level with the 
Texan practice of hanging for horse-steal­ 
ing. The man who kills another for seduc­ 
tion takes a barbarous view of the position 
of women, to begin with. He assumes 
that his wife had no part in the seduction, 
in the second place, which is absurd. In 
the third place he advertises his domestic 
trouble to all the world, and while 
professing to be greatly concerned for 
the honor of his wife, he takes the 
surest means of ruining her reputation be­ 
yond the possibility of rehabilitation. It 
may be seriously doubted whether any 
woman who allows herself to be seduced 
is not necesanly more guilty in all respects 
than the seducer. For whereas the lat­ 
ter only owe* to her husband the common 


loyalty which mankind acknowledge to­ 
wards one another, she owes to that hus­ 
band special obligations of the most bind­ 
ing and sacred character, and these 6he 
must deliberately ignore before she can be 
conquered. The woman who will yield 
under such circumstances múst be un­ 
trustworthy thenceforth and forever. She 
has rejected her husband and preferred an­ 
other. It is her choice, however, aud the 
wise husband, however much he may suf­ 
fer, will recognize the futility of all at­ 
tempts to undo the evil that her infidelity 
and fickleness have produced. In such cir­ 
cumstances it would seem that for the 
self-respecting aud weli-balaneed man 
there can be but one course. “ Though 
“ that the jesses were his dear heart-strings 
“ he’d tear her from his breast.” 
But the ill-balanced mind at once loses 
itself in an outpouring of egot’Stic mania, 
when such a domestic catastrophe is dis­ 
covered. The invasion of his chattel-rights, 
the violation of his monopoly, the humbling 
of his vanity, are the dominant emotions. 
How little any consideration for the woman 
enters into the mind of such furious men 
is seen in the recklessness with which, by 
their homicidal act, the' fix an indelible 
stigma upon the former. There is no chiv­ 
alrous sentiment in their hearts. They are 
mastered by a feeling as thoroughly selfish, 
as blindly, passionately selfish, as any of 
which human nature is capable. And it is 
this blind, unreasoningselfishncss which pre­ 
vents them from realizing the renunciation 
of them implied in the proceedings which 
urged them. More temperate intelligences 
would see that there had been a transfer of 
the woman’s affections ; that there never 
could have been a real deep-rooted love for 
them on her part ; and that therefore, how­ 
ever unhappy and deplorable their case 
may be, it is without remedy. The most 
preposterous of all notions, however, is the 
notion that the wronged husband “ vindi­ 
c a te s his honor ” by killing the seducer 
or paramour of his wife. As a matter of 
fact he does nothing of the kind, and for 
the sufficient reason that it is a thing im­ 
possible to be done. The fact of the se­ 
duction remains, no matter who is killed. 
Nothing can undo or alter that. The 
relations between husband and wife can 
never be the same again. An impass­ 
able barrier has been fixed between 
them. The confidence destroyed cannot 
be replaced. It is the product of perfect 
love, aud it will grow aud subsist in no 
other soil. The man who thinks to rein­ 
state himself by calliug all the world to 
witness bis shame ; who thinks to make 
reformation easier to his wife by advertis­ 
ing her dishonor ; who imagines that by tak­ 
ing the guilt of murder upon his own soul 
he is making his path in life easier; is a poor 
irrational creature whose insensate folly 
should move us to regret and sadness, but 
whose course no man of common reasoning 
faculties ought to look upon as other than 
fatuous and wrong. Aud it will become 
necessary for society to abandon all senti­ 
mental medieval notions about a higher 
law in this connection. There is no such 
law. The theory which sanctions murder 
in these cases is emphatically a lower law, 
and must be numbered with those barbar­ 
ous frontier customs which civilized com­ 
munities always discard. 
The real law 
sufficiently delines the circumstances under 
which homicide is justifiable, and the cases 
we have been discussing do not fall within 
the legal category. They are in fact mur­ 
ders, and there is no other name for them; 
and we shall never attain a really healthy 
condition of public sentiment on this ques­ 
tion until they are not only so recognized, 
but so treated whenever it becomes neces­ 
sary to deal with the perpetrators of them. 


ELECTION FIGURES FROM THE SOUTH. 
Since there are Democratic journals and 
speakers reckless enough to assert that 
there has been no bulldozing at the South, 
a few election figures from that region are 
in order. We will begin with South Caro­ 
lina. In 1872 the vote of that State was 
72,290 Republicans aud 33,880 Democrats. 
The majority given to Grant was 49,587. 
In 1870 President Hayes received a ma­ 
jority of just 890. In 1878 the Republi­ 
cans dared not nominate a candidate against 
Wade Hampton, and only 30 Republican 
votes were cast in the State. The signifi­ 
cance of these figures will be seen still 
more clearly when we add that by the last 
census the population of South Carolina 
consisted of 289,007 whites and 415,815 
colored. 
In Mississippi in 1872 Grant’s majority 
was 34,S87. In 1870 this majority had 
not only disappeared, but a majority of 
59,578 was given to Tilden ; allowing a 
change of nearly 95,000 votes in four years, 
during which time no change of politics had 
occurred. In 1S72 the Republican vote 
was 82,175. In 1S77 it had sunk to 1,108. 
The population by the last census was 
3S2.S90 wLite and 444,20) colored. 
In Alabama Grant’s majority in 1872 
was 10,825. In 1870 Tilden’s majority 
was 33,772. At the last State election the 
Republicans had given up the fight, and 
did not venture to nominate a ticket. The 
population at the last census was 521,284 
whites and 175,510 colored. 
In Louisiana the Republican vote in 1872 
was 71,073. In 1879 it had dwindled to 
20,011. In 1872 the Republicans had a 
majority of 14,634. In 1870 the Demo­ 
crats had a majority of 27,333. The pop­ 
ulation in 1870 was 302,006 whites and 
304,210 colored. 
These figures do not lie. They are the 
accepted statements of actual facts. They 
prove beyond dispute that the Southern 
Democrats have succeeded in suppressing 
the Republican vote of the States in ques­ 
tion. That suppression has been effected 
by intimidation and outrage of the most 
systematic and atrocious character. No 
Southern man on Southern soil would 
have the face to deny this. It ia the 
Northern Copperheads who mount the 
stump and shriek out blatant lies to the 
effect that there has been no bulldozing at 
the South. Unfortunately the national 
archives are overflowing with evidence of 
the outrages which have been committed 
on the colored voters of the South. A 
whole literature has been created concern­ 
ing these outrages, and they are recorded 
by the thousand, with painful precision, 
in tlioso public documents which Demo­ 
crats have so little stomach for. 


“ Cincinnati, June 23, 1880.” It then 
proceeds to adopt the Greenbacker prop­ 
ositions for paying out all the money in the 
Treasury in liquidation of the public debt, 
and other equally preposterous things. 
Now the Democratic National platform 
which this County Convention begins by 
indorsing, pledges the party to “ honest 
“ money, consisting of gold, silver and 
“ paper convertible into coin on demand ;” 
and also to “ the strict maintenance of the 
“ public faith, State and national.” Per­ 
haps some member of the County Conven­ 
tion may be able to explain tlie collision of 
principles here exemplified, but assuredly 
explanation is needed. Nothing can be 
clearer than that the County Convention 
has adopted resolutions entirely incompat­ 
ible with the maintenance of honest money 
or the preservation of the national faith. 
Greenbaekism is repudiation and inflation. 
The siily propositions that party has formu­ 
lated would, if put in practice, speedily 
leave the country with a worthless paper 
currency, based upon nothing, and a pub­ 
lic credit hopelessly impaired. 
Instead 
of having “ honest money, consisting of 
“ gold, silver and paper convertible into 
“ coin on demand,” there would bean entire 
absence of gold, and possibly also of silver, 
and the “ people’s money” would consist 
of a depreciated greenback, irredeemable 
in anything better than itself, and 
certain to sink iu value uutil it was 
uot worth a continental. That ia the 
proposition our local Democracy thinks 
consistent with indorsement of the Cincin­ 
nati platform, and the fact shows what ex­ 
cellent guides aud experienced legislators 
these gentlemen would make, aud how 
much regard they have for principles. 
No doubt they put iu their inflation and 
repudiation planks for the purpose of 
catching the floating Greenbacker vote. In 
this they only imitated their brethren iu 
Maine and elsewhere. But when abandon­ 
ing the assumed principles of the Na­ 
tional Democracy they ought to have had 
seuse enough to refrain from so ridiculous 
a step as the solemn indorsement of doc­ 
trines which they were just about to tram­ 
ple under foot. As it is they have merely 
stultified themselves, and exposed alike 
their stupidity and uuscrupulousuess. 
THE REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 


THE DEMOCRATIC COUNTY PLATFORM. 
The platform adopted by the Democratic 
County Convention yesterday is in some 
respects a remarkable document. It opens 
with “ a hearty indorsement of the plat- 
“ form of principles adopted by the De- 
“ mocrscy in Convention assembled in 


The conference of Republican leaders 
held at New York has adopted a resolution 
tj the effect that the party should respond 
to all calls for help made upon it from the 
South. The main purpose of the confer­ 
ence was to decide whether or not any 
effort should be made to canvass the South­ 
ern States. The Chairman of the National 
Republican Committee, Governor Jewell, 
stated that tlie committee had been ad­ 
vised to abandon the South, and to confine 
the canvass to Northern States, where a 
fair count could be secured. He said he 
was uot willing to take the responsibility 
of abandoning the South, and therefore the 
conference had been called. It was evi­ 
dent that there existed considerable differ­ 
ence of opinion on this point, and we can­ 
not gather from the published reports that 
any definite conclusion was reached. The 
resolution cited of course does not commit 
the party to an active Southern canvass. 
This, however, we believe to be the wisest 
course to adopt. It is true that if the 
South is canvassed the campaign will cost 
more than if the Northern States aleone are 
contested, but the results of a Southern 
campaign are calculated to be highly 
important. To abandon the South alto­ 
gether is to play into the hands 
of the Democrats. They have carried that 
section so far, because they have not had 
to contend against the systematic ventila­ 
tion of their bulldozing methods. Let the 
South be traversed by Republican speakers 
from the North, and the bulldozers will 
either have to abandon their favorite tac­ 
tics, or exhibit them openly for the in­ 
struction and guidance of Northern voters. 
In the absence of a Republican canvass of 
the South, moreover, the Democrats may 
assert that there has been no bulldozing, 
and they may find credulous Northern 
voters to believe them. Viewing the mat 
ter critically, therefore, we cannot but 
conclude that it would be a serious blunder 
not to canvass the South, and that it 
would be calculated to injure the prospects 
of tlie party. What is especially wauted 
at this juncture is emphatic and fresh aud 
conclusive proofs of the Southern political 
methods, and there is no way to obtain 
these proofs save by sending Northern men 
CÍ reputation and standing into the bull­ 
dozed region. 
THE DISEASE AND THE REMEDY. 
The Nation discussing the Southern 
question iu the canvass admits that “ the 
“ intimidation of colored voters is the 
“ rule and the absence of it the exception 
“ in the Gulf States, that it prevails large- 
“ ly elsewhere, and that it prevails to the 
“ greatest extent and is most effective iu 
“ those places where the colored popula- 
“ tion is most numerous in proportion to 
“ the whole.” But the Nation says “ we 
“ can see no remedy for such a condition 
“ of things which does not begin by in- 
“ fusing courage into the intimidated class. 
“ A remedy which provides merely that 
“ the colored voter shall be protected in 
“ the act of voting is no remedy at all.’’ 
Aud it argues that what is really wanted is 
constant protection 
for the negroes, 
not only at elections, but from one election 
to another. Itrecognizestheimpracticability 
of this.butatthe same time insistB thatnoth- 
ing less would be of any use. It is no doubt 
true that the negro has inherited that in­ 
capacity for self-protection which is one 
of the normal products of slavery. We have 
enslaved and embrutod him, and now 
we taunt him with the defects our 
own tyranny and injustice have created. 
Whatever the defects of the negro are in this 
connection, Slavery is responsible for. There 
is therefore no loophole of evasion in this 
direction. The nation must recognize its 
responsibility in the matter. It must be 
prepared to carry out all the obhgations it 
incurred when it consented to that league 
with death and covenant with hell, Slavery. 
The pendulum swings baskward as well as 
forward. For every national sin there ia a 
national punishment. The doom which 
slavery entailed upon the country will not 
have been worked out until every difficulty 
growing out of that wrong has been sur­ 
mounted. The position of the negro at 
the South is embarrassing, but it must 
nevertheless be dealt with. We do not be­ 
lieve, to begin, that it is impossible to re­ 
strain the lawlessness of the Southern 
Democrats, or to nerve the negroes to com­ 
bine for self-protection. Both these poli­ 
cies should be tried with patience and 
thoroughness. Should they prove failures| 


and should the South still evince a determi­ 
nation to withhold from the negroes equal 
political and civil rights, we believe that it 
will become necessary to go back to the 
position occupied by both sections at the 
close of the rebellion, and to commence 
anew at that point with a clearer under­ 
standing of the task to be accomplished. 
For it is certain that the nation cannot 
now take its hand from the plow. It 
stands pledged to the full enfranchisement 
of the negro. It stands committed to the 
full restoration of the form of government 
which existed before the rebellion. It 
cannot ignore the fact that its pledges are 
thus far practically unredeemed, and for 
the maintenance of its own existence it 
must eventually stake everything, if need 
should arise, upon the stamping out of 
Mexican methods in the South, aud the 
restoration of republican institutions and 
freedom of the ballot to that section. 
These things trill have to be accomplished, 
and at any cost or sacrifice, for without 
their consummation national unity aud 
well-ordered government will be but a fe­ 
vered dream. 
- 
THE FILIBUSTERING CASE. 
It appears that a serious attempt is beiug 
made by certain lawless people in Texas to 
organize a force for the invasion of the 
northern provinces of Mexico. So pub­ 
licly is the work being carried on that the 
Government at Washington must have 
known of it from the first, but up to the 
present time no steps have been taken to 
cheek the movement, and it has been al­ 
lowed to gain such headway that doubts 
are now expressed as to whether it can be 
stopped. Of course no doubt can possibly 
exist as to the duty of the Government in 
such a case. It is bound to see that no 
filibustering expedition against Mexico 
leaves any part of the United States, and 
it must exertall its power in order to break 
up any expedition of the kind. There is 
no excuse for remissness in this matter. 
The men who call themselves the “ Army 
“ of Occupation” are brigands, and should 
be dealt with as such. They are bad citi­ 
zens, 
outlaws 
and criminals. 
The 
United States cannot afford to have it 
said that a band of highwaymen were 
permitted to 
sally forth from its 
borders to commit outrages upon a 
neighboring republic with which we are 
at peace. The country wants no war with 
Mexico, aud will not allow cattle-thieves 
aud cut-throats to drag her into a war 
against her consent. But it would be most 
disgraceful to the Government were these 
filibusters suffered to perfect their organi­ 
zation. They must be broken up without 
hesitation. 
Already there has been far 
too much apathy shown at Washington. 
It is shameful that open advertising 
for recruits for a raid into Mexico should 
even now be heralded through the Ameri­ 
can press, and that no notice seems to be 
taken by the Government of this levying 
war upon a powerful and friendly power. 
The time ought to have gone by for work 
of that kind. We ought to have outlived 
the buccaneering age, aud to have acquired 
a keener sense of international responsi­ 
bilities. 
It is to be hoped that the 
“ Dairymple Army of Occupation” wi£ 
be shaken to pieces forthwith, and that 
care will be taken to frustrate any further 
experiments in that direction. 
QUITE RIGHT. 
Senator Logan objected to the admission 
of reporters to the Republican Conference, 
alleging that it would be equivalent to ad­ 
mitting the Democrats to the councils of 
the Republican party. 
He was right in 
his objection. There was no more reason 
in throwing open the duors to the reporters 
on such an occasion than there would be 
in admitting them to a council of war. It 
is necessary that party leaders should con­ 
sult privately, aud it is ridiculous to con­ 
tend that this privacy involves anything 
sinister. 
The Democrats are sagacious 
enough to keep their conferences to them­ 
selves, and so ought their opponents 
to do. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From San Francisco oxotianzcs o! August 6th.] 
Imports of treasure from Victoria yester­ 
day amounted to 8)7,800. 
The steamer Granada, which sailed for 
Panama yesterday, took 58 passengers. 
There were 310 registrations up tp 1 
o’clock this afternoon, making a total of 
1,200 Since Wednesday morning. 
Phillip Hutton, for many years a well- 
known commercial reporter on the San 
Francisco press, died last Thursday even­ 
ing of general debility, at his lodgings on 
Second street. The deceased was a native 
of England, aged 51 years. 
The city is fyst filling up with Knights 
Templar from all over the coast, who are 
intending to attend the Masonic Triennial 
Conclave on the 17th of August at Chicago. 
Quite a large delegation of Knights from 
Oregon have arrived in a body, aud addi­ 
tional members are coming in every day. 
Before the funeral of John Cahill, who 
shot himself at No. 1,416 Bush street on 
Wednesday, took place yesterday after­ 
noon, a jury impaneled by the Coroner 
viewed the body, but no time has yet been 
set for holding the inquest, on account of 
tlie illness of Mrs. Scheeline, who is still 
confined to her room, and by the advice of 
her physician is not permitted to see any 
one. 
The amount paid in for duties at the 
San Francisco Custom-house during the 
month of July was 8475,300. This is 8143,­ 
000 less than in June, though about the 
average of previous months this year. In 
July, 1S72, the amount collected was 
8016,500, against 8714,S00 in July, 1878. 
The total collections for the seven months 
ending August 1st were $2,313,200, against 
83,361,000 for the same time last year. 
Fire Marshal Durkee reports that the-e 
were thirty-four fire alarms in July. Three 
buildings were totally destroyed, two were 
considerably damaged, and thirty-one 
slightly damaged. Twenty-five fires were 
confined to the buildings in which they 
originated, and the greatest number of 
buildings destroyed at one fire was five. 
The total loss is approximated at 835, 
029 06, which was covered by insurance to 
the amount of 847,350. 
The Republicans of Lake county met in 
mass meeting at Kelseyrille on the 31st 
ult. 
Resolutions pledging the Chicago 
nominees the cordial support of the Repub­ 
lican party of Lake county received the 
enthusiastic indorsement of the Conven­ 
tion. The Convention selected B. F. Har- 
bine and R K. Nichols as delegates to the 
State and Congressional Conventions. The 
meeting was very harmonious, great enthu­ 
siasm was manifested and the Convention 
adjourned with the evident intention of 
doing earnest work for Garfield and Ar­ 
thur. After the adjournment of the Con­ 
vention the County Central Committee 
met and organized by electing B. F. Har- 
bine, of Lakeport, Chairman, and John 
Good, Jr., of Middletown, Secretary.

DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION. 


NOMINATIONS FOR COUNTY OFFICERS— 
PLATFORM ADOPTED. 


The Democratic County Convention met at 
the Metropolitan Theater at 10=20 A. M. yes­ 
terday. It was called to order by 11. D. 
Stephens, Chairman of the County Central 
Committee. He said the bod} had been named 
by the County Central Committee, and con­ 
sisted of 420 delegates. He enjoined 
on the Convention earnest and care­ 
ful work. One hundred and twenty-six of 
the 420 delegates were preseut. Ou motion 
of \Y. B. C. Brown, T. J. Clunie was 
chosen temporary Chairman. 
Ou tak­ 
ing tlie chair he congratulated the Conven­ 
tion that iu the midst of harvest so many 
Democrats were present from all over the 
county, ar. 1 that he took to be an auspicious 
augury. Mr. Clunie then entered upon a re­ 
view of the political situation, in which he 
charged General Garfield as guilty of every 
crime ever attempted or committed against 
the Government, and the friend, supporter and 
participant iu every thieving and rascally 
scheme ever known in Washington. On the 
other hand, Hancock he declared to be the 
greatest statesman that had ever lived. 
He urged the Convention to proceed as if the 
ivhule Piesidential contest depended upon its 
action, arid so doing, fie believed, there would 
be a reasonable hope of success in this county. 
ORGANIZATION. 
Win. Gett, Jr., P. A. Byrne, Wm. Miner, 
T. E. J. Kiley and J. Ellis were elected tem­ 
porary Secretaries. H. lvamsay was elected 
as temporary Sergeant-at-Arms. A commit­ 
tee of one from each Supervisor District was 
ordered on permanent organization and order 
of business, and a committee of one from 
each Supervisor District on platform and 
resolutions. A like committee was ordered 
on credentials. The committees were filled 
as follows : Organization—J. F. Montgom­ 
ery, Win. Guttenberger, D. E. Alexander, 
Matt. F. Johnson, T. C. Perkins, P. M. Sul­ 
livan, Marion Biggs, Jr. Resolutions—W. 
B. C. Brown, Jas. Lansing, Add. C. Hink- 
sou, E. G. Blessing, Geo. F. Gift, Chester­ 
field Wells, Jas. Meredith. Credentials—J. 
C. Ledlie, Kern Rigney, J. H. Winn, John 
Rooney. H. M. Bernard, 1. F. Fieeman, 
Thos. Guinean. 
It appearing that many delegates from the 
country were exjiected to arrive who had not 
yet had time to reach the city, the Conven­ 
tion adjourned until 2 p. h. 
A fternoon session. 
The Convention reassembled at 2 p. si. 
The Committee on Credentials reported. 
The list of names has already been published 
iu the R ecord U n io n . The committee re- 
jiorted a few names on the list as improperly 
there, the parties not being Democrats. It 
awarded the seats of such in some cases to 
others. It reported also the place of one 
delegate vacant by death. 
Some other 
changes were made by the Convention. One 
hundred and sixty-eight delegates were pres 
eut. Objection was taken to the report 
striking out certain names as not being those 
of Democrats, and Mr. Caldwell moved that 
ali who appeared in response to the call on 
them should be admitted to seats. A lively 
debate followed as to who and who is not a 
Democrat, and as to what constitutes a 
simon pure Democrat. It was engaged in by 
Messrs. Guinean, Sullivan, Bernard, Nich­ 
ols, Rooney and Caldwell—Mr. Chase of the 
Sixth District being the person whose Dem­ 
ocracy formed the chief test of the debate, 
which was exceedingly animated and amus­ 
ing. Mr. Chase was retained as a delegate, 
and the report, with all its amendments, 
adopted. 
Tbs Committee on Permament Organiza­ 
tion reported as permanent officers: Presi­ 
dent, T. J. Clunie ; Vice-Presidents, B. 1). 
Kennedy, E. P. Figg, H. M. Larue, C. 
Weisel, Dr. B. F. Gibbs ; Secretaries, J. T. 
Riley, P: P. Byrne and William Miner; 
Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr. Ramsay. It reporteo 
also an order of bu-inesb for the conduct of 
the Convention. Tlie report was received. 
The Convention, on division, by 69 to 67, 
ordered another Secretary added to the list. 
The Convention then unanimously ordered 
that the temporary officers of the Convention 
constitute the permanent officers. The re­ 
port as to order of business was taken up. 
Mr. Larue desired the election of a Central 
Committee placed 
in the order to avoid an 
adjournment to consult, and M,. m.iksnn 
and others desired it placed first on the list 
of business. The debate that followed was 
lively and eugaged in by Messrs. Larue, 
Hiukson, Rooney, Morris Woods, Taylor 
and Johnson. It wa3 finally agreed that the 
first order of business after the first adjourn 
ment be the selection of a Central Committee, 
and the report thus amended was adopted. 
PLATFORM. 
The Committee on Platform and Resolu­ 
tions by W. B. C. Brown then reported as 
follows: 
The Democracy of Sacramento county, ill Conven­ 
tion assembled, make the following declaration of 
principies and policy: 
1st. A hearty indorsement of the platform of 
principles adopted by the Democracy in Convention 
assembled in Cincinnati, June 23,1S30. and also of 
the platform adopted by the Democracy of the 
State in Oakland, May, 1880. 
2d. Honesty and economy in the administration 
of everv branch of the Government, whether fed­ 
eral, State, county or city. 
3d Opposition to any increase of our funded 
debts, federal, State or municipal. 
4th. Opposition to national banks substituting 
for their issue the currency of the United States. 
5th. Payment of the public bonded debt of the 
United States to tho extent of every cent now in 
the treasury available for that purjiose. 
0th. No refunding of United States bonds without 
reserving to the Government the right to pay the 
same at its option. 
7th. The discouragement by all legitimate means 
of the great curse of land monopoly. 
8th. Prohibition of Chinese iimnigra’ion, because 
we look with alarm upon the influx of Chinese to 
our shores, and believe their presence here is inimi­ 
cal to the laboring classes aud to the best interests 
of the whole country. 
WORK OF NOMINATING. 
. 
Resolutions were offered to the effect, 
first, that candidates, to receive nomination, 
must secure a two-third vote, and that all 
candidates must pledge themselves to the 
platform. Lost, 
A resolution was offered that candidates 
appearing for nomination must pledge them­ 
selves to support Hancock and English aDd 
(¡he entire county ticket. Adopted. 
Xotm.'fl'tions for members of the Assembly 
were then deeiftreu Iri order. 
W. B. O’. Brown, with eulogistic remarks, 
Dominated J. W. Armstrong. 
Mr. Morris addressed the Convention, add 
said a proportion of farmers must lie nomi­ 
nated. 
Matt F. Johnson nominated as from the 
lower end of the county a farmer—James M. 
Short of Alabama township. 
R. O. Cravens seconded the nomination. 
Mr. Caldwell nominated Robert T. Mills 
of Granite township. 
Mr. Sttllivan said Mr. Mills has said he 
would not stand for any office this year. A 
letter of declination from Mr. Mills was read, 
as he could not attend to the business of the 
office. 
Mr. Plummer nominated John B. Taylor 
of Brighton. 
Mr. Taylor Baid he was so situated that he 
could net accept. 
Marion Biggs, Jr., nominated James A. 
Elder of the Sixth district, 
Mr. Elder declined, as he had tried it once 
and been beaten, and thought he had doDe 
his share. 
William Minis nominated A. D. Patterson 
of the Fifth district. 
G. 
W. Nichols nominated Marion Biggs, 
Jr., and Mr. Biggs declined. 
\V. B. C. Brown vouched for the Democ­ 
racy of the three remaining nominees, and 
that they be declared the nominees by accla­ 
mation. 
P. Nash objected. He’d go for no man 
who said he was for Grant in preference to 
Tilden. 
Mr. Brown’s motion wa “withdrawn to en­ 
able an assessment to be levied, and each 
candidate was taxed 85 and each delegate 50 
cents. 
J. W. Armstrong was called out and re­ 
ceived with applause. He said he had been 
placed in nomination, not by his own desire, 
but by urgency of friends. He said the Gov­ 
ernment was being run by the national bank­ 
ers and the money brokers, and if the Demo­ 
cratic platform had not announced the true 
doctrine as to the currency, he would not 
have appeared for the nomination. He had 
been in doubt as to whether Belmont was to 
be permitted to run the party and the coun­ 
try, or whether such men as Hendricks and 
Thurman had a following. Thank God Bel­ 
mont and his men had been beaten, and now 
he was for the party unhesitatingly. The 
financial question was the main one, 
and on that had hinged all his hopes 
for the Government and the Democratic 
party was right now, but had Tilden 
been nominated he would not have supported 
him because he was controlled by Belmont. 
If that was not Democracy, then no Demo­ 
crat should go for him. Being questioned 
he denied emphatically that he had ever 
said he preferred Grant to Tilden. 
Mr. Short next addressed the Convention, 


and announced his Democracy as tbs belief of 
his life.

The hail was filled to iti 
utmost capacity, with overflow extending out 
into the approaches. 
The occasion was 
ushered in with some good music by the 
Railroad Brass Ban.), playing several pieces 
upon the Btreet and afterwards in the hall. 
The meeting was called to order by Colonel 
H. H. Linnell, who called upon the Amphion 
iquartet for a song. 
The singers were Mr. 
Beaumont, first tenor; Mr. Crowe, second 
tenor; Mr. Baiilargeon, first bass, and Mr. 
Auerbaeb, second bass. They gave a vocal 
march, which was well received, and sang a 
soldi--rs’ glee as an encore. 
L B. Edwards of Oakland, a staff officer 
of the Department Commandery of the Boys 
in Blue of California, wns theu introduced. 
He expressed the object and methods of 
working of the organization of the Boys in 
Blue, and said the organization was headed 
by their old commander, General U. S.

Mrs. W. L. Pritchard at an early hour 
yesterday morning, while acting under aber­ 
ration of mind, took her own life.

She said 
she had been looking for him, and thought 
he was killed. She seemed excited, and he 
got her to go to bed, and tried to get her qui­ 
et ; laid down beside her and talked, and 
they bo h fell asleep. When he awoke it was 
nearly 8 o’clock yesterday morning, and he 
found that she had gone. 
He got up, spoke 
to the Chinese servant, and they started 
to 
look 
for 
h e r; 
went 
to 
the 
back 
door, 
and 
there 
saw 
her 
hanging by a rope, suspended by the neck iu 
the grape arbor at the rear of her residence. 
They at once gave alarm, and neighbors im­ 
mediately came to the scene, finding her 
dead and her body cold. 
She had gone upon 
a stepladder, and fastened one end of a piece 
of clothes line to the arch of the arbor and 
the other around her neck. 
She tliU3 swung 
off from the ladder, and death ensued from 
strangulation. 
When found she wore a very 
natural and life-like appearance, and showed 
uosignsof violence. The stepladder stoodclose 
by her, upon one of the steps of which one 
foot rested lightly, and she was dressed in 
her night attire. The Coroner was at once 
notified, and soon came, and the body was 
removed to the house, where an inquest was 
held last evening, at which the above facts 
were elicited. Seví ral of her neighbors tes­ 
tified to her frequent strange expressions, at 
intervals, indicating that she was not at all 
times right in her mind, and talked of sui­ 
cide ; and her physician further testified that 
she had, while in such mental condition, ex­ 
pressed her wish for death, especially since 
the death of her daughter, and even asked 
for poisonous drugs which would produce 
that effect. 
Mrs. Pritchard was a very kind-hearted 
lady, and much esteemed within her circle of 
friends. 
Her son. who has been very atten­ 
tive and faithful in caring for his mother for 
years past, and who was most affectionately 
devoted to her, could hardly overcome the 
shock caused by her death, and feels the loss 
very heavily. Mr. Pritchard, who was away 
upon his ranch at the time of the occurrence, 
was notified and arrived home yesterday af­ 
ternoon.

In my introductory letter of the pro­ 
ceedings of the coming Knights Templar 
T rierjñal Conclave, I deem it proper to 
give a synoptic review of preceding trien- 
r.’iale. 
The Order of Knights Templar in 
ih e U nited States is purely an American 
g row th; there is no allegiance held to 
foreign Masters or Commanders, although 
its ceremonies and teachings are in many 
respects identical w ith the Order in foreign 
lands, and it adheres rigidly to tho history 
of its ancestry. The first body of Templars 
was organized under the name of the 
Boston Enoampment of the K nights Tem­ 
plar, on August 23, 1802. 


THE FIRST CONVENTION 
Of Sir Knights in the United States took 
placo in 1S06, and after the constitution 
had b. en adopted, which was the law of 
the Order until 1844, the election of officers 
followed, and a list of tho same is worthy 
cf record. 
The following names comprise 
the list : 
M. E. ’and Hon. De W itt Clin­ 
ton of New York, Grand M aster; R. E , 
Thomas S. Webb of Boston, Deputy Grand 
M aster; V. E., Henry Fowle of Boston, 
Grand Generalissimo; V. E., Ezra Ames 
of Albany, N. Y., Grand Captain General ; 
V. E. and Rev. Paul Dean of Boston, 
Grand Prelate ; V. E., M artin Hoffman of 
New York, Grand Senior Warden ; V. E., 
John Carlisle of Providence, it. I., Grand 
Junior W arden ; V. E., Peter Grinnell of 
Providence, R. I., Grand Treasurer; V. 
E., Johu I. Loring of Boston, Graud Re­ 
corder ; V. E.. Thomas Loundes of New 
York, Grand W arden : V. E., John Snow 
of Providence, R. I., Graud Standard 
Bearer ; 
V. E., Jonathan Schitffeliu of 
New York, Grand Sword Bearer. 
Tho second gathering of the General 
Grand Kucampmcnt occurred September 
1C, 1819, at Mason’s Hall, in New York 
City. 
During the interval between the 
first and second meetings the Deputy 
Grand Master, R. E. Thomas Smith Webb, 
of Boston, had died, and this vacancy was 
filled by the promotion of V. E Sir K night 
Henry Fowlefto be Deputy Grand Master, 
and the elevation of E. Sir K night John 
Snow to the rank of Grand Generalissimo. 
There was no other business of importance 
transacted. 


SEVEN YKABS ELAPSED 
Before the General Grand Encampment as­ 
sembled again. 
This, the third meeting, 
was also held in New York City, in St. 
John's Hall, on September 18, 1826. 
But 
there had been a notable grow th of the Or­ 
der meantime, and on this occasion the rep­ 
resentation included the Grand Encamp­ 
m ent of Massachusetts, New York, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire, Vermont, North 
Carolina and Virginia. 
There was also 
many applications for charters from other 
■sections of the United States. 
The fourth gathering was held September 
14, 1823. 
At this meeting the painful 
intelligence of the death of M. E Grand 
M aster D eW itt Clinton was officially pre­ 
sented. 
Encamp ; ents for the first time 
were represented from Ohio and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
Tho office of Gram! 
M aster was bestowed upon Sir Knight 
Jonathan Ney of New Hampshire, and Sir 
K night Ezra S. Crozior of Utica, N. Y., 
elected 
D ep u ty Grand Master, and Sir 
Knight Josiah W hittaker of Providence, 
R. I , Grand Generalissimo, while South 
Carolina received representation in the" 
person cf Sir Knight James England of 
Charleston as Grand Captain-General. 
There is nothing of interest to record in 
the fifth meeting of the General Grand 
Encampment, which was held November 
29, 1832, at Baltimore, beyond the re­ 
election of M. E. Sir Jonathan Ney as 
Grand Master. 


Generalissimo;

Sir James V. 
Z. Blaney, of Chicago, Grand Captain 
General, and V. E Sir S. G. Risk, of New 
Orleans, Grand Recorder. 
At this con­ 
clave, the action oi the Grand Commandery 
of Ohio, of December 9, 1857, repealing a 
resolution dissolving their connection with 
the General Encampment, was received, 
and the Ohio body took its place among the 
other delegates. 
Tennessee also came up 
near the close of the session and took her 
seat. The result was th at in compliment of 
this act of the Grand Commandery of th at 
State, the General Grand Commandery 
selected Memphis, Tenn., a3 the the point 
for the next conclave in 1862. 
B ut the city of Memphis was not destined 
to receive the honor of this contemplated 
visit of Sir Knights from all part3 of the 
Union. 
The civil war acted as a barrier 
to the carrying out of this project, and 
consequently the Grand Master called 


A SPECIAL CONCLAVE

thirteen Northern Grand Commanderies 
and Maryland, No. 1 ; W ashington, No.

Memphis as the place of meeting, was re­ 
voked, and the conclave promptly called 
to he held the next day in New York city. 
One of the most im portant pieces of busi­ 
ness was the adoption of a new uniform— 
the same that is worn at the present day. 
The 5th of September, 1865, saw' the 
Sixteenth Triennial Conclave in session at 
Columbus, Ohio. 
Eighteen Grand Com­ 
manderies were represented, and also sub­ 
ordinate Commanderies from Arkansas, 
District of Columbia, Wisconsin, M ary­ 
land and Minnesota. 
A change of Grand 
Masters was made, M. E. Sir 11. L. Pa'm er 
of Milwaukie, W is., being elected to that 
exalted position. 
For the first time in the history of the 
Order, St. Louíb, Mo., was made the seat 
of a triennial conclave September 15, 1868. 
This gathering was 


NOTABLE IN EVERT RESPECT, 
There being present Sir Knights from all 
sections of the re-united Union, North 
and South, and 
the 
manifestation of 
brotherly feeling was a sublime spectacle. 
There was a great deal of legislation neces­ 
sary to meet the exigencies of the occa­ 
sion. 
At this gathering M. E. Sir William 
S. Gardner, of Massachusetts, was elected 
Grand Master. 
The Eighteenth Triennial 
Conclave was held in Baltimore, Md., Sep­ 
tem ber 19, 1871. 
Here were gathered to­ 
gether the Grand Commanderies of twenty- 
eight States, six of whom were from the 
South; while, besides these, there were rep. 
resentatives of subordinate Commanderies 
from seven additional States, three Terri­ 
tories, the District of Columbia and the 
Sandwich Islands. 
There were some im­ 
portant changes made in the constitution 
and by-laws. 
Seventy-six Commanderies, 
with 4,300 Sir K nights and 700 musicians, 
were in line on the occasion of escorting 
the Graud Encampment to the asylum. 
The Grand M aster elected at this conclave 
was M. E Sir J. Q. A. Fellows, while R. 
E. Sir James H. Hopkins was made Deputy-

NORTHERN DELIGHTS. 


A PICTURE OF COUNTRY LIFE IK JORDAN 
VALLEY, OREGON. 


Summer Joys—Cl03e to the Mountains— 
The Willamette Valley— A Deer 
Hunt—Harvesting. 


The sixth meeting was held at W ashing­ 
ton, D. C., in 1335, when M. E. Sir James 
M. Allen of New York was advanced to 
the post of M. E. Grand Master, and Sir 
Charle3 Gilman of Baltimore, Md., became 
Grand Recorder. 
In 1S38 the Seventh Triennial was held 
at Boston, Mass , where there were six 
Grand 
Encampments 
represented, 
one 
being from Baltimore, Md. 
On the 14th 
oi September, 1841, 


THE EIGHTH TRIENNIAL 
Assembled in New York City, and here is 
found a new feeling of enthusiasm imparted 
to the order and a flattering statem ent of 
its growth. 
New Haven, Conn., was honored with 
the N inth Triennial, September 10, 1844. 
On this occasion the brethren, who had 
found defects in the constitution under 
which they had been working since 1816, 
entered into a revision of the document, 
which eventuated in the adoption of more 
stringent rules for the subordinate E n­ 
campments. 
There were also a change in 
officers, Sir Archibald Bull, of Troy, N. Y., 
becoming Grand Master. 
In 1S47 the W est wa3 favored with a 
Triennial Conclave, the point fixed upon 
being Columbus, Ohio, and the date, Sep­ 
tember 14th. 
This was the Tenth Trien­ 
nial, and M. E. Sir William B. Hubbard 
was elected Grand Master. 
There now 
existed five State Grand Encampments 
and 
nine 
subordinate 
Encampments. 
Among the latter were Apollo, of Chicago, 
organized under a dispensation of the Gen­ 
eral Grand Eucampment, and St. Louis, of 
St. ijouis. Mo. 
The next, or Eleventh Triennial Con­ 
clave, was held in Boston, September 10, 
1S50. 
On this occasion, the Grand En­ 
campment of Kentucky was represented 
and eight more subordinate.Cum maud erics, 
making seventeen in all. 
Lexington, Kentucky, in 1853, was the 
pn.ut at which 


TUB TWELFrn TRIKNSIAL 
Conclave was held, hut there was not 
much of interest in the . proceedings, be­ 
yond the fact that three new State Encamp, 
m euts sent up 
their 
representatives— 
Maine, Vermout and Virginia. 
At the Hartford (Conn.), Triennial, Sep­ 
tember 9, 1836—the thirteenth in order 
—there was one important change made. 
It was ordered that the word “ Encamp­ 
m ent ” or “ Encampments.” as applying to 
State or subordinate l>odics, should he 
stricked from the Constitution, and “ Com- 
mandery ” or “ Commanderies” substi­ 
tuted therefor. 
The growth of Templar- 
ism was illustrated in the remarks of the 
Grand Recorder at this Conclave, who 
showed that while in 1829 there were live 
Grand Encampments and three subordinates 
represented in the General Grand Encamp­ 
ment, there were on this occasion eleven 
Grand Commanderies and forty-two sub- 
ordinat: C. mmandeiies under jurisdiction. 
The 13th of September, 1859, saw the 
Fourteenth Triennial Conclave located in 
Chicago, and it was by far the most nota­ 
ble gathering of the kind th at had up to 
th at time been held. 
Tho enterprising 
surroundings of the new city seemed to in­ 
fuse fresh life into the Order, and Grand 
Commanderies from Maine to California 
and from Texas to Vermont—sixteen in 
all, besides seventeen subordinate Com­ 
manderies—participated. 
It was found 
necessary to make some further revision 
of the constitution and to decide npon an 
appropriate uniform for the Sir Knights. 
The session lasted a week, so great was 
the amount of work transacted. 
There 
was once more a change íd the office qf 
Grand Master, M. K. Sir B. B. French, of 
W ashington, D. C., being elected to that 
position, and 1». K. David S. Goodlove, of 
Kentucky, being

THE NINETEENTH TRIENNIAL 
Conclave, December 1, 1874. 
There were 
thirty Grand Commanderies and eleven 
Subordinate Commanderies 
represented. 
M. E. Sir Jam es 11. Hopkins was advanced 
to the position of Grand Master, and K. 
E. Sir Vincent Lumbard H urlbut became 
D epnty Grand Master. 
Cleveland, O., drew the prize of the 
Twentieth Triennial, August 28, 1877. 
There were thirty-one 8 !ate Grand Com­ 
manderies represented, and eleven subordi­ 
nates. 
The legislation enacted was im­ 
portant. 
This brief but reliable history of previ­ 
ous Grand Encampment supplies a pleasant 
introduction and better knowledge of the 
Twenty-first Triennial Conclave, to be held 
in this city August 16’.h, and to which the 
eyes o? the country are turning with deep 
interest. 
I w ifi close my letter with a reference to 
the delegation of -Sir Knights from Cali­ 
fornia, who will receive distinguished con­ 
sideration at the hands of the fraters of 
Chicago. 
Besides having been given the 
command of the encampments and grounds 
for one day during the Conclave, the 
Grand Commander of the Grand Com­ 
mandery of California and his officers have 
been assigned one of the seven tents of 
honor, which flank the arch and entrance 
to the Grand Eucampment Asylum. 
The 
street arch, of magnificent proportions, 
complimentary' to tho States of California, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado and Wyoming, 
will bear in its center a splendid standard 
of the Grand Commandery of California, 
done in oil in the highest style of art. 
This costly mark of esteem is extended 
by the brethren here in recognition of the 
Masonic strength and enthusiasm of the

A F a s t e r w h o F a il e d . — John French, 
of Hagerstown, M<1., professed to do ten 
years ago what Dr. Tanner is striving to 
do now.

A Natural Ice H ouse.—A natural ice­ 
house is one of the curiosities of northern 
New Jersey. It lies behind Blue Mountain. 
The ice gorge is several hundred yards in 
extent, ten to thirty feet deep, with caves 
and clefts in the rocks where the ice lies. 
The shade at the gorge is very dense, the 
sun apparently never penetrating it. 
The 
bottom of the gorge and the little caves 
and crevices are tilled with ice.

mometer, which registered the nineties in 
Newton, marked 38 deg. at the bottom of 
this gorge. 
A few feet from one eud a 
spring ot the most delicious, sparkling 
water bubbles up. The water in the spring 
stands at 34 deg. 


P o r t l a n d , August l", 1S80. 
So far our summer haB gone along with 
equable temperament, save one caloric 
interval of three days when the mercury 
went up and physical effort went down in 
the inverse ratio. 
To have reached August 
with only one brief heated term shows well 
for the climate. 
During those three days 
we slept with but one blanket, and that 
only the latter part of the nights, while 
since that there have been cool days and 
actually cold nights, as I found when 
camped under a fir tree close in among the 
Cascade ranges, on an expedition after 
trout and a good, restful time. 
There are 
a hundred streams that pour down into the 
W illam ette Valley, any one of which is a t­ 
tractive at this season. 
The particular one 
which we visited came down out of wood­ 
ed gorges into as charming a valley as the 
sun shines upon, bursting out upon fields 
and meadows and delightful homes that 
rival those we dream of when our slumbers 
have Arcadian hues. 


CLOSE TO THE MOUNTAINS. 
The most charming portions of what is 
known as the W illamette valley are come 
npon when you leave the main valley and 
set lost among the spurs, th at like Titan 
arms reach out from the frowning ranges to 
clasp in their embrace some hill-framed 
vale, that bursts upon your vision like a 
thing of beauty as you begin to think you 
have left the sordid world behind. 
This 
especially happy vale was called Jordan 
valley, but we did not find the Jordan a 
hard road to travel until we left she last 
field and meadow behind, and went up the 
roughest and rootiest sort of a forest road, 
in search of trout. 
There were two big 
farm wagons in company, piled full of 
families, making rather a jolly crowd. We 
had trout enough to feast upon, and came 
near to having venison. 


\ DEER h u n t . 
W e camped on the pre emption of a 
pioneer who had left his good farm, a few 
miles below, to the carc of hia son, while 
he made a new home so far up th at he and 
his hounds could have room to move about 
in and a good chance for game. 
I t comes 
hard on the old original webfoot who emi­ 
grated from Missouri in the ’40s to have 
the civilized world hem him in, and our 
friend was one who wanted to be nearer to 
tho deer than to the settlements. 
He had 
two lads who boasted th at when mere chil­ 
dren they had slain their venison, and told 
of a brother who had proved- an embryo 
Nimrod at 9 years of age. 
Of old—say 
twenty-five years ago—word used to be 
passed down the valley that the “ hcll- 
roarin’ Thomases” had broken out and 
raised Cain. 
They lived in “ the forks,” 
and whenever they came to town there 
were lively times. 
But as the years went 
on and civilization crept into “ the forks,” 
the “ Thomases” settled down to be work­ 
ing citizens and seemed to loso their “ hell- 
roarin’ ” proclivities. 
Our friend was one 
of the remaining remnant., and despite the 
terrible reputation his tribe had about the 
middle of the present century, he proved 
hospitable 
and 
neighborly 
to 
the 
last 
degree. 
One 
morning 
we 
ac­ 
cepted with thanks his 
proposition to 
turn out at daylight with the hounds 
and drive in a deer. 
Our men were sta­ 
tioned on the creek with assurance th at the 
dogs would certainly find a deer and drive 
him down the stream. 
Sure enough, at 
dawn we were waked by the sounding horn 
and baying dogs, and soon the stands were 
occupied and the dogs sent off to the 
mountains. 
Time passed, and the dogs, 
all hut one, came back ; the old man and 
the boys took the homeward road, and our 
men cim e home to breakfast on trout, but 
it so happened that the hound th at did not 
come back wa3 tho Nestor of the pack. 
It 
W as business with him, every t ine. 
He 
was one of those really remarkable honnds 
th at seem endowed with unusual intelli­ 
gence, and after a while he was heard com­ 
ing in with his deer, baying away among 
the mountains to let ub know what he was 
ab o u t; but our men had come in ten min­ 
utes too soon, for the deer went past the 
deserted stands in just th at time after they 
left. 
We came that near to having veni­ 
son as well as trout. 


SUMMERING AND HARVESTING. 
Ju st before harvest our farmers like to 
enjoy a trip either to the mountains or the 
shore, and harvest with u3 has but just 
begun ; the haying is not yet over. 
Ju st 
notv some wheat is ripe enough to cut, and 
from this time out, for a month or six 
weeks to come, there will be hurry and 
clatter of sickle and separator to save the 
splendid crop. 
Meantime, they 
have 
haunted the seashore or hunted the moun-1 
tains, or visited the numerous soda springs 
or trout streams, to get rest and recreation 
to recruit them for the hard work of har­ 
vest, which is, after all, nothing to com­ 
pare with the laboriousuesa w ith which 
we cradled and bound by hand twenty-five 
years ago, an 
tramped out the grain be­ 
fore there was a harvester or thresher in 
the country. 


A PICTURE OF COUNTRY LIKE 
Away up in the distant valley I spoke 
cf awhile ago, I met one Sunday with a 
congregation that was leaving the church 
building to go to a spot in the young river 
near by, where there was to he a “ bap­ 
tizing.” Such an occurrence is a notable 
event in the country, and it seemed to be 
especially appreciated by the good people 
of Jordan valley, who turned out in great 
numbers to attend the services. 
I ac­ 
cepted the situation as one favorable to af­ 
ford a fair glimpse of country life in Oregon 
— in fact, of Oregon and its peopde. 
Hemmed in by enriching hills was the 
beautiful valley, all fenced-in fields, and 
the greater part in spdeudid cultivation. 
I 
have not seen in the world finer meadows 
and more promising wheat fields than here. 
The beauty of the picture was enhanced 
by the charming homes that dotted the 
iaudscapo so frequently as to be a strong 
contrast with many portions of your State, 
ami by each bright home was thriving or­ 
chard and bountiful garden, with all the 
domestic races of animals represented in 
the fields and pastures. 
It was a picture 
of agricultural and pastoral life such as 
satisfies as well as jileases, and was made 
more satisfactory when one knew that this 
evidently prosperous community had just 
passed through a trying ordeal of blighted 
crops and many ruined hopes. 
W e passed 
at least two dozen vehicles loaded with 
families, constituting in the aggregate a 
community of which any country may well 
be proud. 
There were many neat turn­ 
outs and good teams, and the people them­ 
selves had a well-to-do and intelligent ap­ 
pearance that corresjxmded with the scene 
and was an honor to the country. 


STATE TRIALS. 
Almost two years ago the Legislature 
commenced unearthing rumored official 
acts of State officers, instituted a commit­ 
tee of investigation to follow the m atter 
up and authorized proceedings against the 
late State officials and their sureties. 
Tho 
investigation rejxirted delinquencies, and 
suits were instituted, one against the offi­ 
cers from 1872 to 1S76, Governor Grover, 
Secretary Chadwick aud Treasurer Fleisch- 
n e r; another against Grover, Chadwick 
and State Treasurer Brown, and still an­ 
other against Chadwick and Brown, who 
constituted the State Board after Grover 
was elected to the United States Senate. 
Judge Deady, of the United States Dis­ 
trict Court, was made referee in all these 
cases, and his decision in the foregoing, 
and also of that of the State against Chad­ 


wick for his sole action as Secretary of 
State, gives the State a claim against them 
for about $25,000, half of which is against 
Chadwick alone. 
There is every reason to 
believe th at Judge Deady showed all the 
liberality possible towards the defunct 
officials and gave them the benefit of every 
doubt, but the fact seems undisputable 
that bills were allowed with a looseness 
the statute did not warrant. 
Salaries 
were paid and expenses incurred in the 
most reckless manner. 
- 


SHERIFFS DREW HOTmOCS FEES 
For imaginary per diem and hypothetical 
mileage. 
Much of this money was reck­ 
lessly wasted, and how much stuck to of­ 
ficial fingers is not evident. 
Other cases

Francisco press is greatly exercised about 
it, as if some great wrong had been done, 
and a local paper has seen fit to take 
np the battle against the Foresters, and 
declares in common 
w ith others that 
handicapping at a State tournam ent is un­ 
heard of. 
\\ c fail to see w herein a State 
tournam ent differs from a club tourna­ 
m ent open to all the State. 
Wo have al­ 
ready pointed out th at the Foresters have 
a right to do as they please, and it is in 
the mouth of no one to object. 
If the 
Agricultural Society’ gives its purse to that 
club for distribution, it does so with the 
full knowledge that the d u b rules and 
edicts will prevail. 
If it don’t like them, 
it can withdraw its purse, we presume. 
But our present intention is to show th at 
handicapping is not unusual, though for 
th at m atter precedents have little weight 
w ith us. 
W e prefer what is right, and fas 
all tilings must have a beginning, there 
m ust be a time when there is no precedent. 
However, out of many precedents we pro­ 
pose to cite a few against the position of 
Mr. Robinson’s friends. 
The Butte County Sportsman's Club, 
May 19th and 20;h, 1S80, open to all the 
State, handicapped Crittenden Robinson 
five yards, aud he did not object so far as 
we know. 
The same club has a shoot October 6th, 
and no one is handicapped. 
Why’T 
Be­ 
cause though free to all the distance is 30 
yards, aud hence there could be no handi­ 
capping beyond that, 
l ’rior to that the 
club has a shoot October 1st, we believe, 
and there is no handicapping, but it is for a 
club prize only, is limited, aud hence the 
necessity for handicapping does not exist. 
A t the Louisville tournament, May 31st 
to June 5th, Air, Robinsou was handi­ 
capped, and th at was a State tournament, 
by the way, in every sense of the word. 
Let us see how the check-rein was put on 
there without growling.

31st, handicap free-for-all.

THE OLD WOMAN’S 8TOKY, 
O m aha, August 6th.—Old Mrs. Bender 
continues to hold receptions in the jail at 
Fremont, and continues to confess. In her 
talks she occasionally throws additional light 
on the past life and crimes of the Bender 
family. To-day, among other things, she 
said that when she married Bender, alias 
McGregor, at Springfield, 111., his children, 
John and Kate, were in Kansas. The first 
murder committed by old Bender and wife 
was at their place near Jacksonville, 111. 
One afternoon a man rode up to their house 
and asked to stay all night, and she made 
him pay in advance. He exhibited a large 
roll of money. 
Her husband had fixed a 
trap-door, and when this man was sitting at 
supper he stepped up 
behind him and 
split his 
head 
in 
two with a hatchet. 
The 
murdered man 
was short, 
thick­ 
set, 
had 
black 
hair 
and 
whiskers, 
his chin being shaved. 
The body was thrown 
into the cellar temporarily, aud afterwards 
buried back of the house. She did not get 
any of the money. The old man must have 
got it. They remained on the farm only a 
few weeks after that, and moved to Iowa 
City. They lived on the money obtained 
from the murdered man. They went to 
Indiana, lived there eight mouths, ' then 
movtd to Kansas, where Kate and John 
were, and also Maggie, a Cousin. There 
three had been keeping a tavern, and called 
it Bender’s Hotel. The old woman does Rot 
know of any murders committed by John, 
Kate and Macgie before the and the old man 
catno there. The old man said he would fix 
a trap-door like that in Illinois, to let men 
into the cellar to be chopped to death 
with hatchets by Kate and Maggie. Tlie 
old woman then described at length the 
m !us operandi of the various murders. 
They always found what customers had 
money. She also states that K ita allowed 
men to sleep with her and then cut their 
throats and slept soundly afterwards till 
morning. She told of one such ease in de­ 
tail,and said the man’s money was divided 
lítw een them. 
Kate had a lover who would 
“ steer” m entotha placo. 
Horsethievesand 
c it-throats used to be entertained by Katie 
and Maggie, but were never harmed. 
She 
then related their adventures during their 
flight from Labette county. 
Your reporter, who spent the afternoon 
with Mrs. Bender, also called on the old man, 
who, under the delusion that his wife had 
escaped, told the complete story of his life, 
corroborating the old woman’s confession. 
He describes the killing of the man in Illi­ 
nois and the murders in Kansas exactly as 
the woman told it. He makes no secret of 
being Bender, and gives a complete history 
of Kate, John and Maggie. 
CONFESSION o r THE O L D MAN. 
O m aha, August 6-h.—Bender has made the 
following statement: My name is Alex. Mc­ 
Gregor ; was born in the State cf Now York ; 
lived there till married to my first wife, who 
when married had one child called William 
Houck, begotten in adultery; after being 
married two weeks John Bender, my son,was 
born ; then mov. 1 to Illinois, where Kate was 


born ; Kate and John were good children, 
but ran away when 17 years old and went to 
Kansas ; my first wife died in Illinois with 
consumption ; after two years I married my 
second w ife; she had three children ; her 
name was Nancy Beasley; the children all 
died ; had no children by my second wife ; 
while living in liliuois I committed my first 
murder ; killed a short, dark-haired man, and 
sent him down cellar through a trap door; 
got some money from him ; buried him back 
of the house two reds; the old woman 
helped bury him ; went to Independence, 
I a.; worked 
on 
a 
farm at my trade 
(blackstr.ithing) there; after a while went to 
Kansas ; had heard from Kate and John t 
who wrote for me to come on ; went to 
Kansas to live with John and K ate; Maggie, 
his cousin, was there, at a place called Bend­ 
er’s H otel; after being there a few days 
helped John make a trap door the same as I 
had in Illinois ; the first man killed wouldn’t 
get oa the trap door ; he and Kate slept to­ 
gether, and she killed him with a butcher 
knife ; she showed me the knife ; we burned 
him near the house ; the only man I ever 
killed alone in Kansas was a peddler; I hit 
him on the back of the head with a stone- ¡ 
ham m er; hit him ouce ; got a good deal • f 
money from him ; don’t know how much ; 
I remember others that were killed; one 
tuan John killed and put him under the 
3C3; two little children, both girls, were 


with prominent men of the Republican party. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock a squad of police 
opened a passage in the throng, estimated to 
be 10,000 strong', and escorted General Gar­ 
field to the rooms of the committee.

he wrote a letter which contained the very germ of 
ttie Constitution of the 
United States. 
That 
student, soldier, statesman and great leader uf 
thought, Alexander Hamilton, of Now York, made 
the republia glorious by his thinking, and left his 
last up imprctsi 11 upon New York/heforeinostStatc 
of the Union; and here, on this island, the scene 
of his early triumphs, we gather to-night, soldiers 
of the new war, representing the same ideas of 
union and glory, and adding to the column of 
the monument

ton ami the I crocs of the revolution reared;

that war which have sunk deep in our hearts there 
are s me we can never forget. Tlink of the "reat 
elevating spirit of the war itself. 
We gathered 
boys, from ail of our farms, and shops, and 
St, res,

schools, 
and 
homes, 
from 
all 
over 
the 
Republic. 
They 
went forth 
un­ 
known to fame, but returned enrolled on the ros­ 
ier 01 immortal heroes. They went in the spirit of 
t o e soldiers of Henry ef A tin court, who said: “ Who 
this day sheds his blood with me to-day shall he my 
br cher. 
Were he ne’er so vile this day shall gentle 
be his condition,” and it did gentle the condition 
and elevate the heart of every working soldier who 
fought in it. andJie sha!! be our brother forever- 
m re. We will remember our allies who fought 
with us. Soon af'er the great struggle begun we 
looked behind the nrmv of white rebels and saw 
1 ,000,000 of 
black people 
condemned to toil 
ard slavery for our enemies, and we found 
that the hearts of this 4,000,000 we-e God-inspired 
with a spirit of liberty, and 
hat they were our 
friends. We have seen white men betray the dag 
and fight to kill the Union, but in all that long, 
dreary war, we never saw a traitor in a black skin. 
Our prisoners, escaping from starvation of prison, 
fleeing to our lines by the light of the North Star, 
never feared to cuter a black man’s cabin and ask 
for bread.

desisting at the interposition of Chief Bushy- 
head and Ross, who obtained a promise of a 
i suspension of hostilities if the thirteen Creek 
' negroes were delivered to the Cherokees by 
Thursday morning last. 
A white man was 
reported killed on Tuesday last, which will 
require the interference of the Federal au­ 
thorities.

Affairs In Arglinnlslan. 
L o n d o n , August Gth.—Both from England 
and India reinf rceimnts are being energeti­ 
cally dispatched, and besides six battalions of 
infantry and three battalions of artillery 
will soon lie passing through the Suez Canal.

Sur- 
ghar, where Ayoob Khan was reported on 
the 1st insta it, is midway between Ivushki 
Xakhud and Hyderabad, thirty miles apart. 
The recent battle between General Burrows 
and Ayoob Khan’s forces was fought a few 
miles north of Kusliki Xakhud. The Afghan’s 
therefore, instead of advancing must fall 
hack a short distance. 
Sentenced for n H orrible Crime. 
L o n d o n , August 6th.—In the Central 
Criminal Court to-day, Pleasance Louisa
